\ef, have hec'ome amndironistii* and nniiecessary. Therefore, this small

Sir, I would draw the attention of tin* Hon'ble Ministei to two other 
sections which luive escaped his notice, m/. . Section d!l .nid S(*ctioii b-> of 
the l^residenev Small Cause Courts Ao‘. A'ow, Section dh ])rovidt*> for 
tile removal oi (’ertain cases from tlo* cluteln‘s of tin* Pn*sidency Small 
Cause Courts to be tried by the Calcutta limb Court \ow . Sir, voii will 
rememlier that iust before the introduction ot the (alcutta City Civil Act, 
there weie two sorts of Civil Couifs m (’ah-utta for admin ist rat ion ot civil’ 
justice, viz., Presidency Small Cause ('ourts and tin* (hiniiml Side (d tim 
Hi^h ( oiirt. Now, aiiothei cevart lias l»een intiodueed, viz., tin* Cah'utta 
City f'lvil Court, wliich has intervi*ned between the lb-esi(h*ncy Small 
(huise Couits and the Oiiiiinal Sale (A tlie ILjjh Coiiit. Tiie Calcutta City 
Civil Couit has b(*en ^'■ivt n (mta.n powei- and a ceMain amount ot juris- 
diction and tln*re has been coi resiiondinu cuitailinenl of the power- and 

jurisdiction of the Orij^inal Side ipf tlie Calcutta Tlie], f’ouit. Xow. with- 

out rej.ealinc-^ the entire section d‘t. it tlie TToiPble Minister had snl.srit iited 
‘City Civil Court’ in pl.iee of ‘IIi;»]i CouiC, th.it would have b(*(*n much 

lietter — the entire section ou/^dit not to fiave been Tcpeah'd. 

Ac-ain. w'itliout totallv rejieabric- the mitire section Cd. it tin* Ifon bio 
Minister bad substituted Calcutta Citv C:\il Cmrt in idare of Cue Ihvsi- 
dency Small (’ause Courts, then a concurrent jwovision would have been

letained and that would have been much better. The Hon’ble Minister has 
not told us why be is repealing this overlapping provision. So long this 
section has served certain purpose. But now the time bus arrived when 
overlappin}^ sections are not necessary and they should be removed. Tlie 
Hon’ble Minister has not ^iveu un this rea.son, hut he has siin])lv said that 
he is repealing? this section. Therefore, as no reason has been given by 
the Hou'ble Minister for dropjung this overlapping provision, 1 have sug- 
gested tlmt the (hdcutta fligh Court should be sul)stitiited by the City 
Civil Court. 

Then I would speak about the Provincial Small Causes Court Act. Fnder 
the provisions of this Act Munsifs and Subordinate Judges have l>een 
granted certain amount of power to deal with small cause cases. Sub- 
ordinate Judges at some [ilaces are given jiiri.'.diction u]) to IF. oOO; only 
in two jilaces, viz., in the Sealdah Small Causes (a>urt and the Subordinate 
Judge, Asansol, they have been given power to deal with cases up to 
Its. 1,()IM). The Presidency Small Causes Court Judges have power to deal 
with cases up to Us. That is Us. 1,000 in excess. If there are 

suits of Small (hiuses (hmrt and the valuation is Us. otIO or Us. 1,000, then 
those suits in the rest of the State except (hilcutta are treated as money 
suits. If you hud given such j)o\\ers to the City Civil (hmrt, the purpose 
would have been served. Now the time has come /lot to retain the 
Presidency Small ('auses Court at all, because if \ou gradually develop 
the City (’ivil Court into a full-fledged District Court with povers of the 
Subordinate Judges, with jiowers of the District Judges, with powers of 
the Sessions Judges and Assistant Sessions Judges, then the retention of 
another court with Judge and staff will be unnecessary — for the adminis- 
tration of similar justice an extra court should not lie retained in Calcutta 
just as it is not necessary for the rest of the State. 1 would request you, 
therefore, to take measures gradually so that there is no retention of the 
Small Causes Court becimse it is unnecessary wastage of money and be- 
cause its jurisdiction is taken over by the City fJvil (aiurt. 

Then I would speak about the ]>rocedure and j)ractice. In the same suit 
there should not be different procedure and practice.' Section 1) of the 
Presidency Small Causes (’ourt Act provides for a procedure and practice 
which is costly, cumbrous and different from the proc^nlure laid down in 
the Civil l^rocedure Code. Why are you retaining this ])rovision instead 
of introducing the entire i)rovisio'Qs of the Civil Procedure Code in Calcutta? 

Then about new trial cases: there is provision for new trial cases under 
the Provincial Small Causes ('ourt Act. When a single Judge of tlut 
Court passes judgment there is provision for revision or retiial or appeal 
under new trial; the time limit is only 8 days. That case is decided by 
the Judg’e who delivered the judgment, setting along with the Chief 
Judge. The Judge should not sit in the new tiial because if the same 
Judge who had disposed of the case sits with the Chief Judge there is a 
chance of his influencing the Chief Judge. Tliere is a provision in section 
11 of the Aot that if a bench is composed of two Judges and the Chief 
Judge sits as the presiding officer, he has got one casting vote, so that in 
case of difference of opinion the ojiinion of the ('hief Judge will })revail. 
The Judge who passes judgiuewt should not sit with the Chief Judge — 
being a colleague his jiresence will influence the Chief Judge. The case 
should be tried by another Judge sitting with the Chief Judge. 

Then in the same section there is another pnA’ision that the procedure 
should be according to section 5‘22 of the Civil Procedure Code. 
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You know, Sir, the Civil Procedure Code was last amended in LKI8 and 
previous to that there was a Civil Procedure Code which contained about 
800 sections. Now, after 1908 the Civil Procedure Code, has been so 
amended that it has been reduced to 159 sections in the operative part and 
the other portions of the Code have been introduced in so many orders and 
rules. So if you still retain section 522 of the (5vil Procedure Code, then 
difficulties will arise. The Civil Procedure Code, as it is now, does not 
contain such a section. I thi^ due to inadvertence the Hon’ble Minister 
has not looked into this provision and therefore he is still retaininc* section 
522 of th^ Civil Procedure Code. 

The HOfl’ble Iswar Dss Jelen* AVhich section are you referring to? 

8). Basanta Kumar Panda: I am referring to section 38 of the Presi- 
dency Small Cause Courts Act. It says “where a suit has been contested, 
the Small Cause Court may, on application of either side made within eight 
days from the date of decree or order in the suit, not being a decree passed 
under section 522 of the Civil Procedure Code”, etc. 1 would say that the 
present Civil Procedure Code does not contain any section like 522. The 
Civil Procedure Code which was oblaining in this (ountry before 1908 
contained such ^section. From 1908 the Civil Procedure Code has been 
amended and there are only 159 'Sections and the orther portions have been 
cimverted into orders and rules thereunder. Thercfoie I am pointing o\it 
to. you. Sir, while you ai(‘ revising this Act, this ])rovision of the section 
lias escaped your attention and therefore I would say that in place of 
sei'tion 522 of the (hvil Piocedure Code, you should introduce a particular 
order and a particular rule of the Civil Procedure Code. 

Then, I would say something about ('hapter VII of the Presidency 
Small Cause Courts Act which contains a provision for tlie lecovi'ry of 
possession of immovable jiroperty. Jn the present context this provision 
is very hard and oppressive uiion the tenants and the occupiers of the 
properties. If this entire chapter and also chapter VIII which contains 
the provisions for distresses for default liad been replaced by the intro- 
duction of the provisions of order XXI of the Civil Procedure Code, there 
would have been mi^ch relief to the ])ersons who are o(;cupying some pre- 
mises under any contract or as tenants or in any other capacity, not being 
the owners of those premises. This recovery of possession is very stringent. 
If you look to section 41, you would see, Sir, that hy a simple npplicatin, 
the possession of a man of immovable property the annual value of which 
at rack-rent does not exceed Es. 2,0t)(b and living under the original side 
of the Calcutta High Court can be ousted and af-ter fjeven days of watching 
by process-servers or bailiffs, he may be removtal unless he is in a jiosition 
to meet the grievances of the landlord. Now, before the actual decision 
on the claims of the owner of a house, the occu]»ier will be oustml. Tlu’s 
is a novel procedure. There aie many jiersons living in Calcutta either as 
tenants or in some other capacity and they occupy premises and they may 
not have sufficient friends or money in tlicir hands to give such SMcurity 
as has not yet been ascertained then. So even when the amount of claim 
has not been ascertained, if at that stage such pcj^ons are obliged to 
deposit the entire money or the security, that becomes very ojipressive for 
them. On the contrary, if you look to the provisions of the Civil Proceduie 
Code, you will find that a man in order to get possession of a [iroperty 
shall have first of all to obtain a decree and after obtaining the decree he 
has to execute it. Therefore a man who becomes the defendant or who is 
the tenant gets sufficient time either for meeting the entire demand of the 
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lixii^llord ox oi tEe plaintifi or he may get sufficient iiioe to arrange for his 
xesidence, etc. But tliis oppressive provision is there within the juiisdic- 
iion of ihe presidency town of Culcultu. The lesuli is' tliut the same sort 
of persons, that, is, the tenants living in Calcutta and the tenants living 
outside Calcuttif, are l)eing treated diiteiently tor the same oiience or ^ame 
default on their part. This I say is against the ])rincip]e ot the Constitu- 
tion which lays down definitely that the same sort of function, the same 
sort of treatment, and the same uniform law sliould liot administered to all 
these citizens living in this country or at least in the .same State. There 
is no reason given either in the Presidency Small Cause ('ourts Act or in 
any other Act for this dilt'erential treatment for the same offence, for the 
same default. Why should there he a difi'erentiation in treatment after 
the jiassing of the Constitution Theieiore, I would say that this difiereii- 
tial tn'atment which is diifetent from the Civil I'rocediire Code ami vluch 
IS much stringeui, more o])pres>.ive on the ]>eo]de is unconstitutional and 
Chapters 7 and 8 ought to he revised or ought to he amended in such 
a w'ay that it may he orought in line with the provision of order 21 as con- 
tained in the Civil Procedure Code. 

Tlien, Sir, there are two Acts for the administration of the .same sort 
of cases, Provincial Small Cause Courts Act and the Piesidency Sma!' 
('ause Courts Act. The I’rovincial Small ('aiise Courts .^‘t contains amjile 
provision and it covers the whole of the country ex( (‘pi/llLe Onginal Sides 
of three States in this country and though we had got no jiowei hetore the 
Constitution to amend or to do aiiytliing with regaid to the Piovincial 
SmaU ('ause Court Act, after the Constitution we have got jiGwer ' to 
amcml it, to re])eal it* or to make Indter ])iovision for it. • f^'or hringing 
unifoimity in the Province along with the city ot Calcutta, 1 vould sa\ 
that you sJionld lepeal tin* l^residencv Small Caiisp C'onrts Act and its 
])lace should he taken hy the Provincial Small* C.mse Couit^ t iiid 
similar provision ought to lu* introdiici'd in tin* City ( i^il t'ouit Act and 
the City ('ivil Court judges slnnihl he givmi S.C C. powt'r sm that they may 
(leal with these cases piojieily ami it \ou piocoed, on ihi'- hut', you skall 
he relieved and the pro\im‘ial cofler sjjall hi* lelieved ot the extia eX[)enNes 
of maintaining aiiothei court, that is the Provincial Small ( ause Court. 

AVilh these lemaiks, Sir, I \\(mhl say either you jmiiroce or re])eal the 
Presidency Small Cause (k)urts Act. 

The- Hon’ble Iswar Das Jalan: Sir, with regard to the observations 
made hy my friend Mr. Panda, 1 have got to say that so far as the inaiu 
question is concerned, he is ot opinion that there should he one Provincial 
Small Ciinse Courts Act for the entire }*rovince including Calcutta. I dn 
not agree with him. The conditions jirevailiug in the city of Calcutta are 
far different from those prevniliiig in the muff'asil areas. In the muffasil 
areas suits are tried by Munsilfs and thereafter hy Sub-Judges. The 
limit of jurisdiction for a siirall cause suit is far less. The number of suit'' 
in Calcutta is far greater than what is filed in the muffasil areas. There- 
fore, a separate Provincial Small Cause Court was instituted to try all 
these suits. If we transfer these suits to the City Civil Court, this will 
not lessen the burden of the City Civil Court and it will he followed by 
considerable delays in the sa*ue manner as in the other courts it is taking 
place. Take for instance, the Alipur Couit which is governed by the 
Civil Procedure Code. Even suits which were filed in 1950 are not being 
heard even today, Therefore there is no use over-hurdeniug a new court 
with additional cases which will lead to delay. Even this year in the City 
Civil Court by our conferring jurisdiction to tr\' eviction cases, there are 
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about 2,000 suits by this time and naiuially it will lead to delays. The 
conditions are quite dittereiit in (aicntta as couioaied uitli liie inuti'nsiL 
You can say wJiy should there he a (’injK^riiiKni in Culcnttd and not a 
Munici])ality umler the Ben^raJ Muiiieipal Aet. I would ;.ay, no. The 
conditions are (|uite dittereiit. Tlieieloi't*, on that iundaimMital ]>i’o|)osi- 
tion I am sorry 1 do not see eye to eye with my tiieml Mr. Panda.

With regard to section dh, 1 have already slated that I am not in favour 
of giving- coiicririeiit, jui isdict ion over suits lietwmm IN. 1,(1110 and 
Rs 2,000 to the City*('ivil ('ourt. Rather I am in favour of giving judis- 
diclion exclusively to the Small (kruse ('ourts. 

With regard to his observation regarding new trials in summary suits, 
the judgment does not disclose the full facts. Tn all prohahilitv in the 
judg-ment the reasons are not given. Necessarily if the Judge doe^ not sit 
with the (’hief Judg-e it is not possible for the Chief Judge to understand 
(he basis of the judgment. It is exjiected that the suits tried by the 
Small Cau.se Courts are final. It» is 011I3 in excejitioiial cu.ses that a new 
trial order is made. Naturally in a new trial if the Judge who lias tried 
the original case is not there, the Chief Judge will not be in a position to 
know all the facts and the reasons for the judgment. Of course from the 
ideal point of view, I agree with Mr. Panda tliat it should not he, hut if 
he understand. s the principles governing the Snuill Cau.se Courts’ judg- 
ments he will find that the Act provides that it is final save and except in 
a few cases in which new trial can l>e given. 

With regard to one error in section 522 of the Civil Procedure Code, 
of course, it seems it would have been better had it been corrected. But 
that does not materially affect the situation. 
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I do not think that it is necessary to deal with any other noinf 
I liaye stated before, the objective of the Bill is simply to remove the co 
current jurisdiction and to give exclusive jurisdiction to the Small Cause 
Courts. I do not think there could be any objection to that course being 
adopted. 

With these words I commeDd my motion for tiie acceptance of the 
House.

So the jurisdiction of the Presidency Small 
Cause Courts Act according to Section 17 of the Act is the ordinary 
original civil jurisdiction of the High (Wrt and it you look to the preamble 
of the Act itself, the original Act XY of 1882. you will find it stated there 
“AVhereas it is expedient to con.solidate and amend the laws relating to 
Court of Small Causes specially in the towns of Calcutta, Madras and 
Bombay it is hereby enacted as follows This Act may be called the 
Presidency Small Cause Courts Act, 1882, It has come into force on the 
17th of July, 1882. Then, Sir, in section 17 it is stated that the jurisdic- 
tion of the Presidency Small Cause Court shall be the ordinary original 
jurisdiction of the High Court. Now in this Amending Bill it is stated: 
tliis Act may be called the Presidency Small Cause Court Act, 1958. It 
extends to the whole of West Bengal. ITow does this Act extend to the 
whole of AVest Bengal. Is there any Presidency Small Cause Court in the 
rest of AVest Bengal except in the ordinary original side of the Calcutta High 
Court? Therefore, my amendment is that instead of the words “whole of 
West Bengal” it should be “local limits of the ordinary original Civil Jurisdic- 
tion of the High Court at Calcutta”. If you want to retain this sub- 
clause (2) of clause 1 you are to amend it in this way. But you do not 
require to retain this suWlause, because there is the original provision in 
Section 17. I would say. Sir, either you do not retain sub-clause (2)^ 
of clause 1, or even if you are so desirous of retaining it, then in place of 
the words “whole of AYest Bengal” you should substitute the words 
“local limits af the ordinary original Civil Jurisdiction of the High Court 
•t Calcutta”. 
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The Hon’ble Iswar Das Jalan: We have considered this aineudment. 
There seems to be some plausibility with regard to this ameudment, but 
we are advised by our Law Department that it is not necessary. The 
reason is that the previous Amending Act on the subject West Bengal 
Act XI of 1955 has an extraordinary clause covering the whole of West 
Bengal. Section 31 of the principal Act provides for execution of the 
decrees of the Presidency Small Cause Court outside the jurisdiction of 
the Presidency town* by other Civil Courts of West Bengal. Therefore, it 
is not necessary to accept the amendment. I, therefore. o})i)ose the amend- 
ment.

In clause 10 it is stated, “In section 47 of the said Act, after the words 
‘the High Court’ the words ‘or the Calcutta City Civil Court, as the case 
may be’, shall be inserted” The original section was this, “Whenev^er 
on an application being under section 41 the occu])ant binds himself, witb 
two sureties, in a bond for such amount as the Small Cause Court thinks 
reasonable, having regard to the value of the property and the probable 
costs of the suit next hereinafter mentioned, to institute without delay 
a suit in the High Court against the applicant, for compensatifui for 
tres])ass and to i)ay all the costs of such suit in case he does not prosecute 
the same.” Here the pro])osal is, after the woids “the High Court” the 
words “or the Calcutta City (,’ivil Court, as the case may be,” shall be 
inserted. The object of that is where the valuation of the suit is with- 
in the i)ecuniary and territoiial jurisdictifni of the City Civil Court, it 
will be there and when the ])ecuniarv iuri^diction exceeds that ’of the 
City Civil Court, it will be in the High Court. Noaa , the City Civil (hniit 
has a limited pecuniary juri.sdict ion and therefoio it is stated “as ihe case 
may be”. I have only proposed for deleting' tli(‘ words “as the c.ase may 
be”, because the Presidency Small Cause Court has got juiisdiction up to 
Rs. ‘2,900. 

Now, section 4/ deals with illegal distrai]jt oi illegal extraction of 
security from the i)erson and for that if a suit is filed, the Presidency 
Small Cause Court has got no power to deal with fruits regarding immoveable 
property; it may deal only with suits relating to moveable property or 
with suits for damage. Now, the Presidency Small Cause Court has got 
jurisdiction up to Rs. 2,000 and if there is some nil treatment and even if 
there is rackrent of any premises, the Presidency Small Cause Court can 
deal with those ('ases where the rackrent is below Rs. 2,000, that is. where 
monthly rent will be something below Rs. 200. 

Now, for all these suits, for all these illegal distraint and for all these 
unreasonable extraction of surety, the amount of claim can in no case 
Rs. 10,000, and that is the jurisdiction of the City Civil Court. Therefore, 
I w('uld say, Sir, the w’ords “as the case may be” are redundant because we 
cannot contemplate any case which jicises ordinarily at the Calcutta Small 
Cause Court for which there has been illegal extract on of security or some 
illegal act has been done with resmrd to rent or with regard to distraint 
which may exceed Rs. 10,000. Therefore this provision is unnece8.sary. 

ThS Hon’blo Iswar D&S Jaians Sir, I have tr oppose the amendment 
for this reason that the siiit may be filed either in the High Court or in 
the City Civil Court for it depends upon the value of the damage claimed. 
If the damage claimed is below Rs. 10,000 it may be filed in the City Civil 
Court. If it is above Rs. 10,000 then it is to be filed in the High Court. 
Therefore, these words have been added “or the Calcutta City Civil Court, 
as the case may be’*. 
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Sir, I cannot accept the amendment. 

The motion of Sj. Basanta Kumar Panda that in clause 10, line 3, th® 
words ‘*as the case may be” be omitted, was then put and lost.

Mr. Speaker: I think we all know the disqualifications provided by the 
Constitution itself. The right of standing for election is a right of every 
citizen and unless a person is particularly disqualified by the Constitution 
itself, nobodv can take away tliat right.

8Ji Jyoti Basil : Mr. Speaker, does not Shri Ajoy Mukliarji at the 
moment remind one as the boy who stood on the burning deck whence all but 
he had hedP 

Mr. Spoakar: No, he is the ])er 80 n who enjoys complete control. 

8J. Tarapada Chaudhuri: Sir, I am also coming from an area where 
this Act will be in operation. In this connection I will make some observa- 
tion for the (consideration of the Hon’ble Minister and the members of the 
legislature. First of all, so far as our district of Burdwan is concerned, 
there are already two canals in operation, namely, the Damodar Canal 
and the Eden Canal. The maximum rate now in force is Rs. 5-8 an(i the 
history of the increase in rate gradually has been dilated upon by my friends 
on the other side. So far as this rate is concerned I am going to refer to 
the Budget Estimate of the Irrigation .Budget this year so far as the 
llon’ble Minister is concerned. Probably he will find that both Damodar 
Canal and Eden Canal are not only self-sufficient so far as revenue position is 
concerned, there is Rs. 1,41 ,0(K) surplus in the Damodar Canal and something 
like Rs. 21,000 surplus in the Eden Canal. 

Now, Sir, with the present administrative set-up and the revenue set-up, 
on a review of the past activities and the time that has gone by so far as 
the operation of the canals is concerned, it is ffn admitted fact now that 
these canals may be made not only self-sufficient but also surplus. In the face 
of working is there any reason just to make out a case or to try to introduce 
some legislation on any ground whatsoever? 

Now, Sir, there is another thing. So far as this irrigation problena 
concerned, this canal system will ensure some sort of insurance against 
drought only. In our (iistrict of Burdwan, more than 90 per cent, of land— 
rather 95 or 98 per cent, of land— is only one crop area and that is only 
(TTrifm variety. Here, Sir, one notable thing has been ignored in making 
the assessment and introducing this legislation. I am going to point oiR 
that so far as sowing of aman is concerned, that is done from June to August 
and harvesting of the major portion of the crop takes place in winter begin- 
ning with the end of October to December and sometimes it extends io 
middle of January. So the aman paddy covers parts of kharif and rabi 
season too. I fail to understand why all these aman lands will be assessed 
both for kharif season as well as rabi season. In that case it will come to 
Rs. 27 8. 

Sir I will read out m observation from a publication entitled “A Brief 
Agricultural Geography of West BengaP* published by the Government of 
West Bengal. H»e it is stated “it is difficult to use this land for another 
eiap”. So far as this aman area is concerned — and that is 90 per cent, 
•» the land of the Burdwan District— there is no possibility, as long as tlbs 
,*«mty of water remains, of growing any add'tional crop other than tlic 
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ftman crop. So, Sir, the fact remains that the cultivator has to remain 
contented with only one crop and that is aman crop. Here one thing has 
to be considered. When the D.V.C. canal was set up, it was probably tlie 
idea that this will ensure perennial supply of irrigation water^ so that 
that may ensure double crop or even three or four crops. That was the 
idea. As things stand now we find that, really speaking, so far as tlie 
Hurd wan District is concerned, there is not the gliost of a chance of having 
anotJier crop, because we are absolutely dependent on ainan crop. Now, 
Sir, the only question h^re is that if we cajinot ensure better income, if we 
cannot imi)rove the economic condition of tlie cultivator, is there any justi- 
fication to come to this Legislature and ask for jKiwers to inqiose a comiiul- 
sory levy and that too at such a high rate as Ks. 12 and above Is there 
anything to justify such a legislation ^ If anyone hrinp in such a legis- 
lation, the first justification is that the administration sTiouhl shoulder the 
responsibility to ensure that the cultivator wdll he ip a ])osition to jiay the 
tax. There is nothing in this Bill, there is no statement made to that 
effect, nor is there anything in the Statement of Objects and Beasons to 
satisfy the Legislature that really speaking the llon’ble Minister means real 
business, that really he wdll bring in a condition under which the cultivator 
individually will be in a jiosition to jiay the (ax. Has he satisfied hiiiiM'lf 
on that pointy Before he is satisfied on this jioint, this legislation has been 
brought forward by him, 1 think, in a most hasly and ill-conceived manner. 

Now, Sir, one thing T am quoting from an observation by no less a 
person than the Secretary, ('entral Board of Irrigation and Power, 
Mr. Balesw'ar Nath. There is an article wdiich has becm jiubli'^hed in 
Economic Review 'on .lariuary lo, PloS, under the headline “Kull utilisa- 
tion and .economic distribution of Indian Water Resources”. He bas there 
referred to the assessment of walo chariot's. He has 
said, ‘‘the assessnieiit of watei charges las a grmit bearing 
on the problem. In India the system most prevalent is the 
assessment on mature acri'age”. Now, .Sir, in spite of the (‘Xperience of 
other States why is it that tlie Administration iu Bengal will feel like this? 
In s])ii(‘ of the opinion of the Irrigation experls why this conijmlsory levy 
has to he ini]iosed? 1 thinly (hat we have been quite forgetful of th(' soeio- 
ecouomic aspect of the jiroblem. We are roncerned, it seems, only w^ith 
liow Hie mou(*y nill conuk in, how the revenue* jiosition of the Slate will 
imjirove — we are mindful of that.

But look at the background. This canal is a jiart of tlie multi-]>urj»ose 
l>roject and you have gone through the reports of the Damodar Valley Cor- 
poration, the Audit Report as w'ell a.s the budget estimate for 1958-50. 

Sir, here I want to point out certain facts. What is the actual state 
of things? The excavation of canals and the construction of canal struc- 
tures have not yet been completed becau.se of certain factors which are 
referred to at page 7 of the Audit Rejiort — “The flood of »September, 1956, 
caused damage to the banks of the left bank Main Canal, Durgaimr brancli 
canals, the Panagarh branch canals and a number of canal structures. In 
certain areas, the entire bank was obliterated and the excavation filled up.” 

Now, Sir, let us see what stands in the way of ensuring full utilisation 
of the wmter that you are going to .supply. As long as there is no efficient 
irrigational set-u}), you cannot ensure full utilisation of this water. Efforts 
should be made to provide an efficient administration for the purpose. 
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Now, Sir, the progress of structures under construction also suffered a 
set-hack due to shortage of cement and steel and also sLortage of labour and 
earth-work contractors as a result of large-scale works undertaken in other 
organisation^ in the nearby area. 

m 

Now, Bir, you will find that the target date for completion of the canal 
system has now been pushed back from June, 1958, to June, 1959. You 
will find that the canal system is really just progressing and it has not yet 
been completed and there are so many things yet condone. 

Further, you will find that a committee was set up in March, 1957, 
to account for the delay in the completion of the canal system and also 
to suggest measures for ensuring efKcien(‘y of the canal system so that there 
may be fuller uiilisation of ihe water. May 1 know from tlie Ilon’ble 
Minister if he is in possession of tluit report? If the members of the House 
had been supplied with a copy of that report, they could have really judged 
the efficiency of the canal system. Sir, I may remind the Ilon’ble Minister 
that this committee was set up by the Government of India on 27th Mardi, 
1957. I do not know if the report has yet been submitted to the Govern- 
ment. At least so far as the members of the legislatuie are concerned, they 
are kept completely in the dark about it. 

Sir, recently we g(rt the information that pre])aiation of land — m-e ])lan 
Ls going on in different areas including the llamodar Abdley area. This is 
being sponsored by the Government of India. So long as this prejjaration 
of land — use plan is not comjdeted and so long as the report of tlie Govern- 
ment of India on this matter is not befon us, I think it will hv unwise and 
imprudent on our part to pass a Hill like thivs. 

Much has been made in this debate of the human aspect of this problem. 
Somebody feels that there is lack of progressive outlook on the part of the 
cultivators to take advantage of the irrigation facilities. I admit that 
there is lack of that outlook to some extent, but at the same time we must 
not be oblivious of the fact that the cultivators are too anxious to avail tin m- 
selves of the w’ater provided that it is within their economic capacity. Now 
how can we ensure tlie progressive outlook? Are we to ensure it by 
enacting such a piece of legislation or by education of the farmers in the 
proper light? If we enact such a piece of legislation, it will create a stir 
among the cultivators and they would be scared away; they wmuld get 
frustrated under heavy taxation and that will affect production in my 
district. 


Now, the vSecretary of the Central Board of Irrigation and Power has 
said that we have not developed that water-conservation consciousness. 
M e should create in the cultivators collective responsibility as different 
from the punitive rates. The problem is, therefore, not only irrigational 
or agronomic but also socio-economic. I suggest here that with proper 
education of the people, wuth proper education of the cultivators, it would 
not be difficult to organise co-operative societies in the area 
and the (o-operative societies may be made responsible for 

the payment of the charges to the Government. They will 

arrange not only for assessment and collection but also for crop planning. 
They will see to the distnbution of water at an economic rate so that there 
may not be much wastage. There is wastage now in almost all areas of 
the country covered by irrigation systems; the wastage is something like 
40 per cent, in the Uttar Pradesh. Now for economic utilisation of water 
and of the resources at their disposal what is suggested is for consideration 
^ministration as well as bj'^ the members. How will the work be 
done? Co-operative societies will undertake the entire work; they will 
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assess the charges; they will collect the charges; they will ensure crop 
planning and they will ensure economic distribution of water by mutual 
understanding among the share-holders.

Otherwise under the present system an influential cultivator who owns big 
plots is sometimes quite unmindful of the interests of others. He is out 
to grab the greatest interest that he can get from the land at the saeriti(!e 
of interests cvf others. That w'ill be prevented under the present system. 
So 1 think if we set up ranchayat to educate these people, if we proceed 
ahead with the business of this Panchayat and if we proceed ahead with the 
business of the co-operatives, the only answer which we can advance in 
reply to the system now advocated in the present legislation is to ask the 
llon’ble Minister to withdraw this Rill fop the time being or to circulate 
this Rill for the opinion of all concerned because such a measure, which 
seeks to impose a tompulsory levy on the cultivators, will really create a 
stir in our district. 1 agree with the members of the Opposition and it is 
our experience that siu h movements, such stir, such discontent prevailed in 
tlie past over the (luestuMi and we are going to repeat history again if such 
a measure is enacted. S i, Sir, I A\ourd appeal to the Hon’ble Minister at 
least to concede tli's niiicli that the Rill slumld ])(‘ ciicnlaiial toi- puldic 
opinion so that he may liave their views and thereby we may satisfy all 
jieople concerned in the malter of this legislation.

Electoral roll for the South Calcutta Constituency 

The Hon’blo Dr. Bidhan Cltandra Roy: Sir, I want to make a statement 
regarding the discussion that took place jvesierday about the electoial roll 
preparation for the South Calcutta Constituency. 

Sir, elections are held under Article 324 of the CouJitjtution of India 
which says “The superintendence, direction and control of the preparation 
of the electoral rolls for,* and the conduct of, all elections to Parliament 
and to the Legislature of every State and of elections to the oflBces of 
President and Vice-President held under this Constitution, including the 
appointment of election tribunals for the decision of doubts and disputes 
arising out of or in connection with elections to Parliament and to the 
Legislatures of States shall be vested in a Commission (referred to in this 
Constitution as <lie Election Commission).” Sir, the Election Commission 
ask the (Toveriiment, and that is the only time that we come into touch with 
them, to make available to the Election Commission or to a Regional Com- 
missioner ^^uch stall as may he necessary for the discharge of the functions 
which. I have just mentioned, are conferred on the Election Commission. 

[4—4-10 p.m.] 

Sir, under the Seventh Schedule to the Constitution the power to legis- 
late is given to the Parliament only. It says “elections to Parliament, to 
the Legislatures of States and to the offices of President and Vice-President ; 
the Election Commission”. The Constitution says “subject to the provi- 
>ions of this Constitution, Parliament may from time to time by law make 
provision with respect to all matters relating to, or in connection with, elec- 
tions to either House of Parliament or to the House or either House of the 
L^islature of a State” etc. Article 328 says “subject to the provisions of 
this Constitution and in so far as provision in that behalf is not made by 
Parliament, the Legislatiire of a State may from time to time by law maka 
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provision with respect to all matters relating to, or in connection with, the 
elections to the House or either House of the Legislature of the State” etc. 
As there is already an Act passed bv the Parliament, this Lgislature has 
not passed any Act with regard to this matter. 

Sir, according to the provisions of the Constitution two Acts were passed, 
called the Representation of the People Act, 1950 and the Representation of 
the People Act, 1951. The first Act is intended for the purpose of the 
preparation of the rolls etc. and the second Act is mainly for the purpose of 
having proper elections and the arrangements for making elections. Sir, 
in performing the functions for the election to the House and for the pre- 
paration of rolls, etc., the Act says “subject to the superintendence, dire<> 
tion and control of the Election Commission, the Commission may appoint 
the Chief Electoral Officer who shall supervise the preparation, revision and 
correction of all electoral rolls in the State under this Act. Sir, under the 
rules framed for the preparation of electoral rolls, it is said — the point that 
was at issue yesterday, viz., rejection of claims and objections — the Elec- 
toral Registration Officer may within the time specified apply to the Revis- 
ing Authority for the exclusion of any name from, or making of any 
correction in, the electoral roll. The Revising Authority shall serve on 
each of the persons affected thereby a notice specifying the ground on which 
the exclusion of name or correction of entry is sought. Every such notice 
shall also Specify the i)lace and the time when tlie objection should be held. 
Sir, in connection with this, there is a form V in which an objector can 
say that I object to the entry or to the particulars whi(‘h are mentioned in 
item (d) above on the following ground. He can object to any number. 
If he is a voter he has got the ])ower to do it and he can object to any 
number of persons. He can include the names of any number of persons 
with regard to the elettion. Therefore, it would be seen, Sir, that the 
superintendence, direction and control of the preparation of electoral rolls 
for and the condufd of elections to the Legislature of a State shall be vested 
m the Election Commission. The preparation of the electoral rolls is made 
under rules framed under the Representation of the People’s Act. The 
rules were framed^ in 1956. The lodging of claims and objections, etc., etc., 
is all controlled by the Revising Authority appointed by the Election 
Commissioner. The register is maintained by the Election Commissioner. 
A question was raised yesterday w^hy a particular gentleman was appointed 
the Chief Electoral Officer. Sir, the position is that the gentleman who 
was there before, the Secretary of the Industries and Commerce Depart- 
ment, had to be transferred because his services were asked for by the 
Government of India for the preparation of the next census, and therefore 
Mr. Mitra having gone Mr. Gupta had to take over the charge of a very 
big and full department, the Industries and Commerce Department. There- 
fore we had to relieve him of this and the Election Commissioner was asked 
to select another man. He selected Mr. Neogi. It is not our fault and so 
far as his action under the Act is concerned, he is entirely under the super- 
intendence, direction and control of the Election Commissioner. 

The Electoral Rules are revised anniiallj^. Rules 26, 27 and 27A of the 
Rules indicate the rules for further inclusion of names. Therefore this is 
u matter for which complaints, if there be any at all, should be inade to the 
appropriate authorities if the manner prescribed by law. This is a matter 
which cannot be discussed in the State Assembly, particularly as all that 
is done by the authorities for the preparation and publication of the electoral 
roll is done by the Election Commissioner. 

A suggestion was made that perhaps Government had taken some share 
in rejecting a certain number of names. In the first place, Sir, the elec- 
toral officer came to see me yesterday to get my permission for the purpose 
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of erecting^ sheds in building which belong to the Government where they 
want to hold the electoral office. I told them that it would be certainly 
better if they make arrangement so that the voter might have some protec- 
tion, as I knew to my knowledge at the last election in many of the polling 
booths the voters were not properly looked after. Rarring thdt no other 
discussion took place and I do not know about this particular matter which 
was mentioned in the House. 

t 

Sir, it so happened that this morning I received letters from perfions 
belonging to the Congress group whose names also were rejected. 1 have 
here a letter from Satya Charan Cliakrabarty. He says, “I am a member 
of the Mandal Congress Committee. It is curious how my name has been 
omitted. I suspect some ulterior motive.” Another man, Ganesh Bose, 
wriles to say, “I am the Secretary of No. G8 Mandal Congress Committee^ 
I find that my name is omitted in the corrigenda from the voters’ list.’' 
I have also ascertained that very large number of Congress-minded voters* 
names have been omitted in Ward G8 only. Here is a paper signed by 
about 10 people who also said that their names have been omitted althougn 
they belong to the Congress. There is another paper — “We, the under- 
signed residents of the G9 Corporation Ward in the Bhowanipur constituency, 
beg to state to your goodself that our names which were enlisted in the 
original voter’s list ot lOnT have been omitted in the final voter’s list i)re- 
pared in 1958. We are all Congress supporters.” And the answer that I 
gave to them was that it was for them to approach the proper authorities 
as indicated under the rules operating in this matter. I do not think that 
there is therefore any reason to think that we have any say in this matter. 
They never consult us, they never ask us as to the ])rocedure they would 
adopt. They are entirely under the guidance r*f the Election Commissioner 
although one of the Secietaries ot the Secretariat ha])j)ens to he the Secre- 
tjiry. So tar a> ihe action undgr the electoral law is concerned, he works 
under the Election Commissioner. 

This is all I have to say.

Ruling of Mr. 8p«akor on the points of order raised on the West iBengal 
Irrigation (Imposition of Water Rate for Damodar Valley Corporation 
Water) Bill, 1858. 

Mr. Speaker: (feiitlemen, I have my ruling about that particular 
matter and the points of order. It is a written ruling and I think I would 
do well by making it over and not waste time by# reading it. It will be 
cyclostyled and circulated. 

The following points of order have been raised in connection with the 
above-mentioned B^ll: — 

(1) AVI] ether the Bill is a taxation measure and can be introduced when 

there was no reference to such a measure in the Governor’s 
speech? 

(2) AVhether a compulsory levy on water rate as is proposed by this 

Bill is ])ermissible under the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 
1948? If it is not, is the Bill ultra vires? 

('"I) AA^hether the Bill falls within Article 288 of the Constitution, and 
in the absence of the President’s consent, can it be introduced 
in the House? 

(4) AA'hether the State ^Legislature is competent to enact the measure? 

AA'ith regard to first point of order I hold that it is a taxation measure and 
Govei'ior’s sanction has been duly obtained for introducing the Bill. There 
ifl no legal difficulty in the way of the Bill being intioduced for consideration. 
Mr. Subodh Banerjee and Mr. Deven Sen urged that there was no mention 
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of the facLthat such a Bill would be introduced, in the Governor’s speech. 
Neither tne Constitution nor the Assembly Procedure Buies anywhere lays 
down the principle that a Bill cannot be introduced if no mention is niaa& 
that such a step would be taken in the Governor’s speech. 


With regard to the second point of order, I hold that the present Bill,, 
if passed by the Legislators, will not be ultra vires. It has been suggested 
that the proposed legif^lation sought to override some of the provisions of 
the Damodar ^ alley Corporation Act, 1948, particularly, section 14 which: 
IS in the following terms: — 

“Tlie Ccfrporation may after consultation with the Provincial Govern- 
ments (oucerned determine and levy rates for the bulk supply of 
water to that Government for irrigation and fix the minimum 
quantity of water wliich shall be made available for such purpose^ 
the rates at which such water shall be su])plied by the Provincial 
Government to the cultivators and otlier consumers shall be fixed 
by that Government after consultation with the Corporation”. 

The Damodar \ alley Coiporation Act, 1948, was enacted before the 
Constitution came into being. A provision has been made in the present 
Bill tliat the pionosed Act shall have elfect notwithstanding anything to the 
contrary contained in the Act or any other law' or contract for tlie time being 
in force. Having le^'ard to the above, there is no legal diflBcuIty in enact- 
ing a law which may liave the result of overriding some of the jjiovisions of 
the Damodar Talley rorj)oration Act. 

In answer to the third point of order wliich has lieen raised by 
Mr. Bankim Miiklierjee. I bold that Article 288(‘J) has no application. 
Article 288(1) exempts from Taxation by States in respect of water or 
-electricity in certain cases of inter“*State utility. The object of this article- 
i« to exempt, subject to any order of the President to the contrary, certain 
objects of inter-State public utility from existing State taxation. Future- 
taxation of such concern by the State is also made subject to President’s 
assent to such legislation. If an illustration is sought for “any authority 
^talilished by any existing law” inhtance may be found from Damodar 
Valley Corporation Act itself. Sections 18 to 21 of the Damodar Valley 
Cor])oration Act 14 of *1948 empowers the Corporation to sell W’ater and 
electricity under certain conditions. 

Article 288(2) imposes a similar restriction on the jiower of State Legis- 
lature to the imposition of any such tax as is mentioned in Article 288(1). 
•Xeither Article 288(1) nor Article 288(2) has anything to do with the power 

the State LegiNlature to introduce measure for taxing tlie cultivators 
direct. In view of the above I hold that the previous assent of the President 
to wholly unnecessary. 

With regard to fourth point of order I hold that this Legislature is com- 
petent to deal with it as it is covered by item 17 of the State List im 
Schedule 7.

8ji Basanta Kumar Panda: Sir, we are ajrainst the principle and the rate 
rontnined in this .Bill. The principle is that levy i^ being sought at an 
ad hoc rate and at high rate. By following this principle we shall be 
gradually drifting away from the principle contained in the original 
Bengal Development Act of 1935. The principle was that if by Govern- 
ment effort some improvement is done at some place then certainly the 
beneficiary ought to share something for this improvement. Nobody will 
dispute this proposition and this scheme wa'^ well-settled in the Act of 1935. 
There, after the Government had done certain work the benefit is assessed 
over certain process and a few years thereafter the real benefit is ascertained 
and according to that ascertainment a levy is made. By the amendment 
which you have made the other day that principle has been taken away and 
the same spirit is permeated in the present Act itself. Here the 'spirit of 
this improvement has been taken away. The spirit was or a spirit ought 
to be that the Government would do something for the benefit of the people 
and the people for the first few years shall be entitled to enjoy the benefit 
without paying anything. They shall be gradually made to be accustomed 
to the benefit. In this particular case first of all for a few years water 
should be supplied to the people free of cost and then gradually when the 
incentive will be created then they will be coming forward to pay because 
all these years they will be in a position to realise the benefit which they 
nre getting and if they get .the benefit they shall not hesitate to pay. 
But what IS being done now? They are being terrified. First of all an ad hoc 
levy at the rate of Rs. 27-8 is being imposed on all sorts of lands without 
any exception. Therefore, first of all they will be terrified. At the first 
call of vhayment of mone^ the agricultural people in that area will be terri- 
fied. Therefore the real ^irit for which this Act is being passed will be 
lost and I would say the Damodar Valley Corporation contains two things, 
one agricultural and one commercial. These multi-purpose schemes con- 
tain the following things: production of electricity and thermal energy. 
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control of floods, internal navigation, pisciculture, afforestation, drinking 
water and then water for cultivation. Now, I would say that for com- 
mercial purpose the major portion of the scheme is to be utilised and for 
commercial purpose you can levy something greater in proportion than 
agricultural purposes. You are generating electricity, you are selling it 
at a high rate. Thermal ^/energy is being generated. Firms have been con- 
tracted. That has been a direct contribution to the benefit of the people 
and merely by controllftig the floods, crops have been increased. Then 
internal navigation: through these dams internal navigation has been 
increased and therefore the i)ressure on the railway on the other internal 
transport thai is bus, etc., has been reduced. You can levy a greater amount 
of tax on those things. Then pisciculture. I do not know and you have 
not told us what is the benefit which you are getting from the rearing of 
fish in those canals. Then afforestation. You have not said anything about 
afforestation. Lastly, about drinking water. The things which I have just 
now said, that is, about commercial portion, from these you can realise 
much more money than from agricultural side, that is, irrigation and 
supplying of water. Therefore, I would say, without making such a haste 
you ought to have waited. I do not dispute the principle that the peasants 
should j)ay but high amount of rate should not be realised from them at 
tlic very beginning. 

Then, I have got one misgiving within myNelf as to the fixing of this 
maximum rate. You are fixing a maximum rate and you are not levying 
a^ jmrticular late. Now, you know, under section 147 of the Dnmodar 
Galley (’or])oration Act of 1948, which is a CVntral Ac^ you are to come 
to an agremnent with the Damodar Valley Corporation about a rate which 
you are going to levy on the i>easants. Now, this Act does not contain any 
rate which you are going to levy hn a jiartii ular year. You are only fixing 
a ceiling. Wliether you are competent to fix u Veiling without coming to 
any agreement as to a particular rate to be levied in a particular year — 
that is a thing which, I think, you cannot do. Section 14, sub-section (2) 
of tlie ( entral Act will be against the spirit of tliis Act or the jirovisions 
of ihis Act. You are making it and you know that according to List T, 
item 56, this is an inter-provincial or inter-State navigation or inter-State 
project. Now your power under List 11, item 17 is subject to section 14. 
There is this provision thaf when you are going to levy something on the 
agriculturists, you shall have to come to a definite undertaking, or a definite 
agreement with the Corporation. You have not told us what undertaking 
or what agreement jrou have made with the Corporation and for which 
particular y’ear. Without doing that you are fixing a levy. I do not know 
whether this proposal of yours will be acceptable to the Corporation. If the 
Corporation imposes a rate much higher than this rate, then you will be 
affected and the entire Act will be nugatory. Therefore, I would say that 
without coming to a definite agreement with the Corporation, this sort of 
legislation will be at least against Section 14 of the Act and, therefore, it 
will be ultra vires to that extent. 

ITien I will say about the utility side of this thing. In Independent 
India you are going to improve the river valley projects and you are going 
to m^e certain plans for irrigation and for supply of water. Long before 
'^o’^^ernment or the British Government took up any such project one 
of the Native States of India, the Mysore State have made certain such 
projects and other embankments over the river Cauveri as a result of which 
about 30 years ago under the advice of Sir M. Visvesvaraya who is still 
nving t^ entire supply of electricity in Mysore was obtained from these 
aains. There is also improvement of cultivation, specially sugarcane and 
c^^fi’^ation. These are entirely State projects and the State have 
nenehted from these projects. People have been supplied with water for 
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the purpose of irrigation at least for five years without any taxation at all, 
then for the next ten years at a very low rate, and at present the rate is, 
as far as I Igiow, Rs. 5 per acre. I would say. Sir, if a Native State or now 
a State Government in another part of India can supply water at such a 
low rate, why are you out to levy such a high rate. You have already said 
that the Corporation is a commercial concern and they are going to pay 
income-tax. Whatever may be their position, thb position of the tenant 
or the agriculturist would be different , and when you are going to supply 
water to them, no commercial consideration should be brought in, because 
you may have to invest large sums of money, in making these dams, 
digging these canals and in the supply of water, but if you ‘think in terms 
of realising this money or interest thereon from these people by the supply 
of water, then you will be doing injustice to the nation. Sir, the present 
need of the country is the increase in ])rodiiction by whatever means or from 
whatever source that is available. If by this multi-purpose river project 
you are getting tlie benefit in many ways — can you not make this endeavour 
a free one or at least a contributive one, so that for a period of one decade 
at least from the introduction ot this canal water supidy, people will get 
the benefit and the incentive would be created from beneath. You have 
said Hint you are going to levy a uniform rate, because if you are to exempt 
some ])erson8 or if the taking of water is made optional, then theie is a 
chance of pilfering, because long channels are to be maintained and persons 
who will be willing to take water wdll be living in a great distance. In 

the meantime the length of the canal will have to be maintained and 

surreptitious taking aw^ay of water by unauthorised persons will be there. 

Therefore, you are going to impose a uniform rate. With regard to this 

1 may say. Sir, that it is for you to jirotect the public property. If any- 
body tries to destrov a publi(‘ property, you must maintain the law and 
order. If you cannot maintain the law and order, then the people of the 
whole area will be penalised. 

I would, tlieiefore, reipiest you eithei to withdraw the Bill or to refer 
it to n Select Committee.

$]■ Basanta Kumar f^ianda: Sir, I beg to move that in clause 1(8), 
line 2, after the words “of the Corporation” the words “where water is 
available for irrigation purposes” be inserted. 

Sir, it is about the area of operation. In the original clause it is 
stated “it shall aj^ply to so much of the limits of the Damodar Valley and 
of the area of operation of the Corporation as is situated in West Bengal”. 
Sir, in tliis sub-clause two things have been contemplated one is the limit 
of Damodar Valley and another the area of operation of the Corporation 
as is situated in West Bengal. Now my point is that there may be a 
portion in West Bengal where the area of operation of the Corporation 
extends, but in that area of operation water may not be available for the 
time being or at any time. The area of operation of the Corporation 
includes many things. It has got multipurpose activities and, therefore, 
apart from supply of water it has got other functions where the operation 
can be carried on. So I wish to restrict it only in those portions where 
water will be available. In this Act it Is not defined What is the limits? 
of the Damodar Valley. But in the original Act there is the definition 
of “Damodar Valley”. Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1942 interpreta- 
tion — section 2, sub-section (2) — Damodar Valley includes the basin of 
Damodar River and its tributaries. Now this is also an indeterminate area 
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basin of Damodar. That will depend upon a fresh survey as to the extent 
from which the waters of those areas are drained into the Damodar river 
and also its tributaries. The area is to be determined. So the entire 
Damodar Valley even according to the definition in Section 2(2) is an 
indeterminate factor, and the area of operation of this Damodar Valley is 
also, similarly, nncertain and the area has not yet been settled. Therefore, 
I would say, Sir, in those portions of West Bengal where the Corporation 
will be in a position to supply water. So the area will be more specific, 
more limit^ and it will be easy to comprehend. wish. Sir, that the 
Hon’ble Minister would accept this amendment.

Clause 2 

8J. Basanta Kumar Panda: Sir, I beg to move that in clause 2(3)G)> 
line 5 to 7, the words “or by any agency umler arrengement with the 
Corporation or the State Government” be omitted. 

Sir, this amendment relates to the definition of canal. It is stated that 
canal means “any river or any stream, canal, distributary or other water- 
course and any reservoir, dam, weir, pond, pool or sheet of water, constructed, 
maintained, worked or improved by the Corporation or by the State or 
by any agency under arrangement with the Corporation or the State Gov- 
ernment” etc. Sir, the construction of the canal is the function of the 
Damodar Valley Corporation itself. The State Government has got no 
right to construct any canal within the area of operation of the Damodar 
Valley. This is provided in the Damodar Valley Corporation Act itself 
(Act XIV of 1948). But in this provision I see that the State Government 
comes in and the State Government says that the canal shall be constructed 
either by the Corporation or by the Corporation in consultation and collabo- 
ration with the State Government or even by the State Government 
itself. Now, if the pare^ Act does not empower the State Government 
to construct any canal of its own choice for the same purpose for which the 
Damodar Valley Corporation exists and which is a statutory body, then 
I would say that the functions and powers of the two agenciee, that is, the 
Corporation and the State Government overlap. So to this extent my 
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objection is that apart from these two agencies, that is, the Corporation 
and the State Government, a third body is coming. The third body men- 
tioned in this clause is “or by any agency under arrangement with the 
Corporation or the State Government’'. Now> either the Corporation or 
the State Government can do these things by contractors or by tneir officers. 
The work done by the contractors or the Government officials is the work of 
the Government itself. So it does not convey the idea of agency. But 
here we see there is an jdea in the mind of the legislators or in the fnind 
of the Government to develop any agency and it will hand over the function 
of the Government or of the Corporation to this agency and that these 
agents will comft in and they will do the functions either of the Corporation 
or of the Government. Therefore, by my amendment I wish to omit this 
portion “or by any agency under arrangement with the CorjMiration or the 
State Government”. You should not hand over this power of yours to 
some agency liecause when the agency comes in, you have not stated what 
will he the arrangements with that agency. I do not know on what basis 
the agency will come. Will it come on commission basis or will it come on 
[irolit-sharing basis or on what basis will it comeP You are making simple 
things complicated. Therefore I would say that you would do well to omit 
this portion “or bv any agency under arrangement with the Corporation 
or the State Government” and by omitting that the rest of the section will 
be quite clear and quite workable, and keeping the rest of it that the 
Corporation w'ill do it or the State Government will do it or both of them 
by arrangement or in consultation wdll do it.

Mr, 8p6ak6r: I will give you my ruling here and now. This question 
was put by Sj. Somualh Luhiii and it appears from the lecord that the date 
of the question was 27th November, 1957. This question was answered by 
the Government or rather an answer was prepared oy the Government wbien 
IS dated the lOth March, 1958. It so hapjiened that on the 19th oi ^laich, 
1958, two judgments were delivered by the Supreme C'ourt. One was of 
Mr. Justice Gajendragadkar and the other was the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Bbagwati. So far as Mr. Justice Gajendragadkar’s judgment is concerned, 
I do not think it has any bearing on the question which we have before 
this House. So far as the judgment of Mr. Justice Bhagwati is concerned, 
I have carefully gone through what has appeared in the newspapers. Prom 
enquiries that I made, I learnt that the judgment ha^ not been published 
in any of the authorised or unauthorised law report J have sent for a 
copy of the blue-print of the judgment from the High Court. If it is 
available, I will go through it. But inasmuch as Mr. Chakravorty is 
anxious about it, I may tell him that the blue-print is officially sent to the 
Hon’ble High Court for information of the Judges. It is not norrnally 
available to members of the public who have to rely on certified copies of 
the law reports as the case may be. From what appeared in the news- 
papers I have found that the entire Wage Board recommendation has been 
set aside and thrown overboard by the judgment on one ground and one 
ground alone and that is the capacity of the newspaper industry to pay 
was not considered. After that in the month of June an Ordinance was 
promulgated for the purpose of going into the self-same question and as 
far as I could see from the newspapers the Committee appointed by the 
Ordinance are holding tfieir sittings.

Sir, I will speak on items Nos. 80 and 55. In mv amendment No. 30 
I have sought to delete the entire operative portion, out I would say that 
by deleting* that portion the object of the Act will remain in tact, because 
in my amendment T have souf^ht to delete tliis jiortion “not exceding 
Rs. 12.50 nib ])er acre for tlie kharif season, and Rs. 15.00 nP. per acre 
for the rabi season,”. Though this portion is deleted, the remaining portion 
would be the State Government may by notification declare its intention 
to impose in Mich area a water rate for the kharif season or the rabi season 
at such rate as may be s])ecified in the notification. 8o the sjiirit of the 
Act will be there. The imposition wdll be there, but the maximum limit 
wliich is inculcated in this portion of clause 4(1) will be omitted, and this 
omission will be, I say, in tune with the Damodar Valley Corporation Act 
which is the Central Act. Of course it f'arries your ruling that in spite of 
that fact and in spite of Article 288 of the Constitution, this Legislature 
has got the power to proceed with such a legislation. So in this House we 
are bound to obey that. Further, in the statement of objects and reasons 
you have said that you ^hall imjiose tax after consulting the Corporation. 
It is stated there ” which shall be fixed by the Government after consulta- 
tion with the Corporation”. So by stating this you are following Section 14, 
sub-section (2) of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948. 

[3-60 — 4 p.m.] 

Sir, section 14(ii) is in these terms: The rate at which such water shall 
be supplied by the Provincial Government to the cultivator and f>fber 
consumers shall be fixed by that Government after consultation with the 
Corporation. So, you shall have to follow section 14(ii) of that Act and 
even in imposing taxes under the present Act which is a provincial 
you shall consult that Corporation. Now, if that procedure is to be followed, 
then why are you going to fix ai^y upper limit. You are not imposing any 
particular tax, but you are only fixing an upper limit, thereby you 
to say that you shall never exceed that limit. Now, if the rate is to be 
after consulting the Corporation and if there is an extreme case that the 
Corporation disagrees with your fixation of Rs. 12.50 nP. for the kharif 
crop and Rs. 15 for the rabi crop and the Corporation says that it shall 
allow you to impose a rate which is higher than those rates, then the 
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operation of this Act will be completely nugatory. You are not yourself 
the master of the whole situation. The rate will be fixed after consultation 
with another party and if that party, who will be a party to this agreement, 
disagrees on your maximum limit and if it suggests something higher, then 
you cannot proceed under this section and the entire section will be nugatory 
and the Central Act, in spite of this legislation of ours, will remain in force. 
This is because of Article d72 of the Constitution •which says “all the law 
in force in the territory of India immediately before the commencement of 
this Constitution shall continue in force therein unfil altered or repealed 
or amended by a competent Legislature or other competent authority.’* 
Now, the Damodar Valley Corporation Act of 1948 was in force when this 
Constitution came into operation and that was a Central Act and a valid 
Act passed under section 103 of the Government of India Act. Now, that 
Central Act will remain in force and the only legislature which is competent 
to alter it or amend it is tlie Central Legislature because the Damodar 
Valley Corporation Act was passed for inter-State supply of water and that 
is covered by item 66 of List I of the Seventh Schedule. Under Article 372 
of the Constitution, the Central Legislature is the only legislature which 
can make any change in that Act. Our power as given in item 17 of 
List II of the Seventh Schedule is subordinate to that power. Of course, 
before the Constitution, under section 103 of the Government of India Act, 
the legislature of the province of West Bengal and the legislature of the pro- 
vince of Biliar requested the Central Government to pass an Act in that man- 
ner and the Central Government at that time ])assed that Act. But after the 
Constitution came into force, our power to legislate in regard to this matter 
is subject to item 66 of List I of the Seventh Schedule. Therefore, we are 
powerless to do anything with regard to that Act. So, if that Act remains 
in force, how can you make this portion of the section operative if the Cor- 
poration disagrees with your rateP Therefore, you have said in clause 3 
which has been just passed : The provisions of this Act shall have effect 
notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in the Act or in any 
other law or contract for the time beinj^ in force. By this legislation vou 
are trying to reserve your power in spite of the Central Act. But wten 
there is conflict between the Central Act and the State Act and the Central 
Legislature under the Constitution is competent to enact in that way, provi- 
sions of section 3 in spite of giving priority to this Act, in spite of provisions 
of other Acts to the contrary, cannot prevail. Instead of entering into 
a hazardous jmsition of fixing a maximum limit •you could have said “at 
such rate as may be specified in the notification”. Each time whenever 
you come into contact with the Corporation and you and the Corporation 
come to an agreement, that will follow. Although that rate does not appear 
in the operative portion of the section, you have got power to levy tax but 
for each year the rate has not been fixed. It may be put there in the noti- 
fication. Article 13(3) of the Constitution says, “In this article, unless the 
context otherwise requires, (a) ‘law’ includes any Ordinance, order, bye- 
law, rule, regulation, notification, custom or usage having in the territory 
of India the force of law”. If you say something in a notification after 
consultation with Damodar Valley Corporation, that will be law according 
to this provision of the Constitution because Article 13(1) says, “All laws 
in force in the territory of India immediately before the commencement of 
this Constitution, in so far as they are inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Part, shall, to the extent of such inconsistency, be void ’ : That is 
with regard to Part III. The'T’onstitution nowhere defines the word “law” 
except in this Article and according to this Article law includes notifica- 
tion. In this section you have said “at such rate as may be specified in 
tjie notification”. According to section 4(1) if you, after consulting the 
^bamodar Valley Corporation, come to an agreement and publish that agree- 
ment in a notification that will be a valid piece of law and that law will 
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prevail in spite of the Damotlar Valley Corporation Act, because by follow- 
ing that you shall be obeying section 14 of that Act, the conflict between 
State and Central law will be avoided, and for each year you shall not be 
liable to enter into the bitterness of fixing up the maximum limit but you 
will be able to fix the rate according to the prevailing circinjistance and 
according to the agreement. That is with regard to my amendment No. 80.

The West Bengal Panchayat Rules, 1958, made under the West Bengal 
Panchayat Act, 1956. 


Mr, Speaker: I mu taking up tlie rules of the l^anchavat Act. I wish 
to inform the iiiemhers of the House and I have alreaily explained to 
Sj. Bankim Mukherjee that there me ol ainendm^nts and for all of them Shri 
Basanta Kumar Panda is responsible. I was given to understand that some 
members had a grievance, namely tliey had put in amendments, but the 
amendments have not been accepted, I made an enquiry in the matter. 
There is no room for making any grievance at all. The section that lays 
down the rule says that amendments must be put in within fourteen days 
after the rules are laid on the library table, and I have no power whatsoever 
to make any concession. I have admitted amendments even after the due 
date, but in this particular matter I am powerless. I have explained the 
position to Sj. Bankim Mukherjee. The only amendments are those of 
Mr. Basanta Kumar Panda. I would like to know on a point of informa- 
tion whether Mr. Panda will talk on his amendments first or the Hon’ble 
Minister in charge wishes to make a preliminary statement, and if he is 
willing to accept any of the amendments, he may indicate them here and 
now, so that we can cut short the discussion.

8J. Sowrindra Mohan Misra: Sir, I am accepting amendments Nos. 1, 
7, Id, 17, 24, 44, 50 and 51. 

Mr. Spaakar: Mr. Panda, you can talk on amendments. 

8J« Basanta Kumar Panda: I must tliank the Hon’i)le Minister for 
accepting some of my amendments. Now, Sir, I shall he placing my 
amendments one after another except those which have been accepted. 
You may jilease look to section 120, sub-section (4) of the West Bengal 
Panchayat Act. Though there are 20 items in suh-section (3) on which 
rules may be framed, there are only 8 item in sub-section (2) — (f), (g)^ (j), (1), 
(p). (<]), (u) and (v) — these are the only eight items on which the amend- 
ments can he accepted or discussed in the House. Out of these eight items — 
I have looked into all the rules — there are no rules framed under items (j» 
and (g). So there are six items on which the amendments can be placed. 

Now, out of my amendment''! which are 51 in number, amendments 
Nos. 1 to 18 are with regard to item 3(2)(f), amendments Nos. 19 to 32 are 
with regard to item 3(2)(g) and the rest, i.e , Noi. 33 tp 51 are with regard 
to item 3(2)(1). 

Now, although there are about 200 police-stations in the whole State 
of West Bengal, the entire Act has been made applicable only to 25 police- 
stations in West Bengal, according to an Extraordinary Gazette issued on 
the 7th June, 1958. Out of these 25 police-stations, there are only four 
police-stations in Midnapore where it has been made applicable and of these 
two, viz., Bhagawanpur Police Station and Khejuri Police Station are 
within my constituency. 

Now, I shall place my amendments one after another. My first four 
amendments relate to rule 9 with regard to publication of notice announcing 
the date, etc., of election. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 9, line 2, for the figures “50” the 
figures “60” be substituted. 

This amendment has already been accepted by Gfovernment. 

Then I move my second amendment. 

I beg to move that in rule 9, line 4, for the word “notice” the word 
“notices” be substituted. 
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The rule, as it stand^ says ‘the Returninj? Officer shall announce by 
display of notice at the office of the Gram Panchayat or Anchal Panchayat 
if auvj _or at some conspicuous places within the area of the Gram Sabha 
or the Anchal Panchayat.’ My amendment is a mere technical amend- 
ment bef^ause here the publication of notice is contemplated various 
places— at the office of the Gram Panchayat, at the office of the Anchal 
Panchayat and at variouS other conspicuous places. Therefore, instead of 
the word ‘notice’ the word ‘notices’ ou^rht to have been there. l’ think there 
■will be no harm in accepting this innocent amendment. 

Then I move my third amendment. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 9, line 5, for the words “or at some” the 
■words “and at all the” be substituted. 

In the rule the words used ore ‘at Ihe office of the Gram Panchayat or 
Anchal Panchayat, if any, or at some conspicuous places’ and I wish to 
substitute the words ‘at all the conspicuous places’ in place of the words 
‘at some conspicuous places’. 

Then I move my fourth amendment. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 9, line 7, after the word “Panchayat” 
the words “as well as by bent of drum in all the hats and bazars situated 
in the said area” be inserted. 

Sir, all these amendments are with regard to publication. With regard 
to tJjis publication, I wish to point out that enough or adequate publicity 
should be given so that the illiterate villagers may be well aware of the 
fact that a very imjiortant and vital thing, viz., an election, is going to be 
held at that jilace. So, jiublicity should be given to this fact in all possible 
ways.

Therefore you should announce the date of election by beat of drum in all 
the hats and bazars situated in the area, because these are the only places 
where the villagers assembly at least once or twice a week; if it is announced 
there in addition to the conspicuous places where you are to hang up the 
notices the publication will be adequate and for the illiterate people it is a 
necessity. 

I now come to Rule 10, i.e., nomination and registration of candidates. 
Here I move that in rule 10(1), lines 7 and 8, for the words “cause to be 
delivered to the Returning Officer the particulars required in form A 
annexed to tbcvse rules” the words “deliver or cause to be delivered to the 
Returning Officer, the form A annexed to these rules duly filled in. Such 
forms are to be supplied by the Returning Officer, free of cost” be 
substituted. Form A is an elaborate form and these forms are not easily 
available. Sometimes the local vendors or other persons who publish or 
print these forms supply them, A person wishing to stand as a candidate 
will have to write out these forms or print or type them. There is 
difficulty. In each village 9 to 15 seats will have to be filled in by election 
and for these 50 or 60 candidates may be competing. For each one of them 
form A will be necessary. These forms ought to be supplied by the 
Returning Officer. I have said that these forms must be made available 
to the intending candidates free of cost, otherwise it will be difficult for 
them to get these forms. 
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Then I move that in rule 10(5), line 2, after the word “rejected^’ the 
words “after recording the reasons for the same” be inserted. If any 
nomination paper is not valid under sub-rule (2), it shall be rejected. It 
18 an arbitrary iwwer given to the Returning Officer. In each election 
where a nomination paper is rejected some reason is given because that is 
the basis on which the person concerned can ^itate before the higher 
authority. If arbitrary power is given to the Returning Officer he can 
reject a nomination paper without giving any reason. I suggest that while 
rejecting the nomination paper he must write the* reasons for which he is 
rejecting it, otherwise he may be guided by his whims and caprices to reject 
any nomination paper he likes. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule Ll(l), Hue 4, after the words “any 
person” the words “wlio filed a nomination paper” be inserted. 

This amendment has been accepted by the Hon’ble Minister and there- 
fore I shall not speak on it. 

I also beg to move that in rule 13(1), line 7, .after the words “District 
Panchayat Officer” the words “after giving the appellant an opportunity 
of being heard” be inserted. 

The principle here is about appeal to the District Panchayat Officer. 
A person aggrieved by an order of the Returning Officer has got a right to 
appeal to the District Panchayat Officer. The provision is this: “If any 
person who has filed a nomination i)a])er under sub-rule (1) of rule 10 finds 
that his name is not included in the list of candidates published under sub- 
rule (6) of rule 10 by the Returning Officer or if any person disputes the 
right of "any other candidate to be on such list, smdi ])erson may appeal to 
the District Panchayat Officer in w'riting not less than 26 days before the 
election day. Tlie District Panchayat Officer shall forward a (‘opy of his 
order ])assed on aj)])eal to the Returning Officer so as to reach him not less 
than 16 days before the election day”. Now, Sir, if an order is ])assed by 
the District Panchayat Officer without giving a lieariug to the person who 
has a])pealed, 1 would say that is a traxesty of justice because a iierson 
who has filed an appeal before an appellate officer with a prayer for relief 
must be given an opportunity to place his viewpoint. Now% if without 
placing his viewpoint, his appeal is rejected or if the District Returning 
Officer does not give any reason for the rejection of that appeal, then the 
statutory right which is given to the aggrieved party for appeal is virtually 
withdrawn. Therefore I have sought to introduce these few words “District 
Panchayat Officer after giving the appellant an opportunity of being 
heard”. 

Sir, I also beg to move that the following proviso be added to rule 18(3), 
namely : — 

“Provided that any candidate or his agent may at any time enter into 
the voting place for purpose of Inspection along with the Presiding 
Officer and other candidates or theit agents wno may desire to be 
present.” 

Sir, you know that thc^e is an arrangement for holding some election 
and there will be a place of voting which will be excluded from outside view 
and therefore to ascertain whether the ballot box is in order or whether 
there is some other contrivance in the place of voting and where a candidate 
or his agent has got something to suspect, he should be given an opportunity 
of inspecting ^e place of voting. In the general elections for the 
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Pwiiament or for the Legislature the Presidiag Officer as well as the oaadU 
dates who are present or their agents at times or at intervals together enter 
into the voting room to inspect whether tiie ballot box is in order or to see if 
there is an^hing suspicious which may be done even by intending voters 
who have the privilege of entering into that room for the purpps^ of cast- 
ing their votes. Therefore, I would say That there should he an arrange- 
ment for inspection of thi^ place of voting at intervals. Of course, I do 
not say that only one candidate or his agent or the Presiding Officer only 

will enter the place. Wllenever there will be any entry, the entry must 

be by all the persons so that there is nothing to suspect. 

Sir, I also beg to move that in rule 20(5), line 1, after thi word 

‘‘disability’’ the words “or illiteracy” be inserted. 

This is about casting of votes by disabled persons. 


[6-20 — 6-30 p.m.] 

If a voter owing to any physical disability is unable to read the symbol 
on the voting papier, that is, a man who, due to physical disability, whether 
due to bliudnerts or any other reason, is unable to read the symbol, in that 
case tlie Presiding Officer is to help him. If a man is illiterate, it may be 
a case that an illiterate person is unable to read the symbol — of course, 
symbols are different signs and illiteracy does not count — and the word used 
i.s “physical disability”, the only disability which disentitles a man from 
reading a symbol as is defined in the Rules, not that he is completely blind 
or jiartially blind. Except his ])hysical disability any other disability does 
not stand in tlie way of recognising the symbol. Therefore, in addition to 
this physical disability I have tried to add the word “illiteracy”. 

Then Rule 2d. I move that in rule 23(4), lines 4 and 5, for the words 
“hand over the paper so folded to the IVesiding Officer” the words ‘Vast 
the same into the ballot box” be subslituted. 

Here tlie ])roce(liire is laid down for voting for election of members of 
an Anchal Panchayat. Why this difference is made for voting In the 
case of election of Gram Panchayat you have laid down that the ballot 
jiaper will be placed in the place of voting but here you have said that the 
ballot paper would be handed over to the Presiding Officer. Sir, we are 
aware that these Presiding Officers are not always quite impartial persons. 
Therefore, arrangements should be made for the casting of ballot papers 
at the proper place, that is, in the ballot box. The provision is, the voter 
who has received the voting pa])er shall then be directed by the Presiding 
Officer to proceed to the voting place to record his vote. After marking his 
voting paper the voter shall fold the voting paper in such a manner as to 
conceal the marking and shall then hand over the paper so folded to the 
Presiding Officer and shall forthwith quit the polling station. If I cast 
my vote in the same ,way and thereafter I fold it and I hand it over to the 
Presiding Officer, it is in the custody of the Presiding Officer and the 
Presiding Officer, if he has got some sympathy with any of the candidates, 
there is every chance of tampering with these ballot pajiers. Therefore I 
would say that after marking this ballot paper should oe cast in the ballot 
box and it should not be handed over to the Presiding Officer as provided 
in this rule. It is a very valuable right, Sir, and therefore it should be 
safeguarded in the same way as the general elections, that is no paper is 
handei over to any of the officers but it is always cast in the ballot box. 
Why there should be a different procedure followed here? Here you are 
using ballot box for Gram Panchayat election. Why you should not use 
such box in the Anchal Panchayat election ? 

Q-19 
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Then rule 26. I move that in rule 26, lines 2 and 3, after the words 
“District Panchayat Officer^* the words “within three days of the date of 
election” be inserted. 

It is % very important amendment because the same suspicion prevails. 
We are of opinion that District Panchayat Officers are not to be taken to 
be all impartial persons. Therefore, these ballot papers should not be kept 
in his custody for a^ very long time. There is every c*h.ince of tampering, 
every chance of destruction, every chance of siding with or helping any of 
the candidates who has been defeated for whom this Panchayat Officer has 
got a soft comer. The provision is that the Returning Officer shall forward 
the sealed packets to the District Panchayat Officer, but whenP There 
should be a time and the time should be very short. Just after the election 
these papers should be sent to the District Panchayat Officer. These papers 
shoula not be kept with the Returning Officer for veiy long for the reasons 
which I have just now stated. Therefore, I have said these papers should 
be immediately despatched and if the word “immediate” becomes meaning- 
less, I am giving a time-limit, and that is only three days, that is, just 
after the election is over within three days the Returning Officer must send 
up all the ballot papers and other papers concerned with election because 
in the cases which will be following these papers will be very important 
evidence at the time of determining whether the election was ])roper or not. 
So the best evidence, these papers, should not be kept in the custody of the 
Returning Officer for a very long time. You are laying down the rules and 
therefore by this rule you must or you should make the Returning Officers 
too much vigilant about their duty. Therefore you should accept this 
amendment which is a beneficial one. 

Then you have accepted No. 13, which I move: that in rule 27(4), 
lines 4 and 5, the words beginning with '^but no candidate” and ending 
with “in the voting” be omitted. 

My amendment No. 14 is witli regard to Rule 27. I move that in 
rule 27(4), line 13, for the word “hear" the word “know” be substituted. 

If any voter is unable to write the name of the candidate in favour of 
whom he desires to votr iie shall re(|ue.st the Presiding Officer to write the 
name on his behalf without giving any chance to otbeis to hear the name. 
You see, Bir, the word is not jnoper. — the PiVsiding Officer to write the 
name on his behalf without giving any cliance to others to hear the name — 
to hear the name or to see the name or to know the name? Your object is 
to keep his name a secret. Therefore his name is being written on a paper. 

I say that is a good object. His name is being written on a paper and 
how a man would hear his name? A man can know his name. ‘Know’ is 
a very comprehensive word because ‘to know’ includes botli ‘to hear’ and 
‘to see’. You must keep his name secret and for that purpose the knowledge 
is the essential factor. Knowledge can be attained through the eye, 
through the ear or even by signs also. 

Then, Sir, I move that in rule 27(6j, line 2, after tlie words “as the 
case may be” the words “along with all voting papeis” be inserted. 

The District Punchavat Officer shall forward the names of the elected 
Adhyaksha, ITpa-Adhyaksha, Pradhan or" Fpa-Pradhan, as the case may 
be — after this along with all the voting papers — 1» the Director of Panch^ats 
for information as also to fte Superintendent;, Government Printing, West 
Bengal, for publication in the Calcutta' Gazette. 

Then with regard to rule 29, I move that in mle 29, line 5, after the 
word “period” the words “not exc^ftding ^ days” be inserted. 
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Rule 29 is with regard to extension of date— the District Panchayat 
Officer may extend any date specified in these rules in connection with the 
holding of election of members of a Gram Panchayat or an Anchal 
Panchayat or an Adhyaksha or Upa-Adhyaksha or Pradhan or Uja-Pradhau, 
as the case may be, by such period as he may deem fit. This is very vague. 
Therefore I have fried te give a very concrete idea with regard to the 
p^iod — not exceeding 30 days. The power to extend the date by the 
District Panchayat Officer should be limited, because you know, Sir, when 
an election has been declared the party becomes reaay and perhaps some 
of them incur certain costs and also they have to spend some time with 
regard to their election campaign. After eveiything is made ready, if for 
some reason or other the District Panchayat Officer finds that the date is to 
be extended, then this extension should be within a reasonable limit. 

[6-30 — 6-40 p.m.] 

You have not put in the limit. Therefore, I say that if for any reason 
whatsoever the election cannot be held on the date fixed, he may extend 
the date not exceeding 30 days. If extended, no paraphernalia have to be 
Pfone into; that is from the time of publication up to the date of polling, 
theie will be so inany ])arapliernalia, and if in this /ule you give the date, 
these paraphernalia do not come in. If you keep these things vague, and 
if the date is extended to some day which is mucn more than sixteen days, 
then other paraphernalia should be maintained. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 30, line 0, for the word “fifteen” the 
word “thirty” be substituted. 

Sir, you have accepted No. 17. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 30, line 12, after the words “District 
Magistrate” the words “subject to a revision by the District Judge” be 
inserted. 

With regard to electicm (lis](utes you made the District Magistrate the 
final authority. Thereafter you do not wish to extend tliese powers furflier. 
In the last line of these rules it iv stated “the order of the District Magis- 
trate shall be final”. In spite of this I wisli to bring in another superior 
Judicial flfficer of the Distnict to rovi-oc the mattci'. Therefore, my amend- 
ment is “the order of the District Magistrate subject to a revision by the 
District Judge” shall be final. 

Sir, I beg to move that the proviso to rule 44 l>e omitted. 

The proviso relaxes the qualification of the iierson who shall be appointed 
as S'ecretaiy to Anchal Panchayat. The rule runs thus: “No person shall 
normally be included in the list referred to in sub-rule (1) of rule 43 or 
selected as a candidalc for filling up a casual vacancy unless he has passeil 
the School Final Examination or any other equivalent examination.” Tlius 
m the rule you have laid down the minimum educalional qualification of a 
Secretary as the School Final Examination ccrtifii-ate or an ei^ivaleiit 
examination certificate. Thereafter in the proviso it is stated “Prcn-’fl^-d 
that the State Government may relax the (ondition.s fegardiiig educational 
qualification in the case of candidates comsidered suitable for appointment 
^ the post of Secretary to Anchal Panchayat by the District Magistrat«*“. 
Why this loophole should be there. The oovious result would be that some 
person who is in the good book of the District Magistrate shall be aiipointed 
fts the Secretary though he does not possess such qualification. The post 
of Secretary is a responsible post. He shall have to keep all the records of 
the accounts and other things in the office and, therefore, you have prescrib- 
ed a minimum educational qualification for the Secretary. Why don't you 
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•tick to that (qualification? If thereafter ^ou relax that qualification and 
give the District Magistrate a free hand in the appointment of any man 
who does not possess such qualification, that would not be desirable. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 45(3), line 3, after the words “Magistrate 
ihall” the words “subject to a revision by the Dis^trict Judge” be inserted. 

Sir, I want simply to say that even in the case of appeal there shall be 
the revision by the District Judge. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 49, line 2, the word “ordinarily” be 
omitted. 

1 further beg to move that the proviso to rule 49 be omitted. 

Kule 49 is in these terms: Age of retirement — No person appointed 
under sub-rule (2) of rule 43 or rule 47 or rule 48 shall ordinarily be re- 
tained in service after he attains the age of 60 years : Provided that exten- 
sion of service may for good grounds oe granted to an employee with the 
approval of the District Pancliayat Officer for not more than a period of 
one year at a time but in no case an employee shall be retained in service 
after he attains the age of 66 years. Now, Sir, with regard to these two 
amendments, I say that you have laid down a rule for superannuation and 
that is the ripe old age of 60, but you have kept a loophole there in the 
proviso — with the approval of the District Panchayat Officer, the service 
of an employee may be extended up to the age of 65 years. Sir, you know 
that only in the case of the service of the highest judicial authority, viz., 
the Supreme Court Judges, the age of retirement is 65. Even the High 
Court Judges and Professors of Universities and Colleges retire at the age 
of (iO. So, why should these persons be retained beyond the age of 60? 
These persons are Matriculates or have pasvsed the School Final Examination 
and it is enough that they should be retained up to the age of 60. As the 
rule standf., after the 60th year, the exten>ion of their sendee depends 
upon tlie sweet-will ot tlie District Panchayat ( Oiicei . So. I say that there 
is- some scope for corruption or some sort of influence either over the District 
Pciucliay it Officer or with regard l(» a person lor whom the District Panchayat 
Officer may have got a soft corner, if in these small jiosts, you retain these 
men up to such an old age, then you do not help in solving the problem 
of unemployment in the countryside. It should be the endeavour of all 
men and at all places to compel retirement at' a jiarticular age, fixed by 
the Act or the rule itself, ancl thereafter give a chance to the new-comers 
BO that they may fill up these posts. But the endeavour of the present 
Government is and has been to retain old men as long as possible. That 
why we find that after the retirement of officers, either executive or 
judicial, they are extending their s(*rvice or giving them new appointments 
at different places and retaining their service as long as possible. 

MFi 8p6akOr: I do not think members are very enthusiastic about your 
amendments. So, please try to finish quickly. 

81. BaftWIta Kumar Panda: Sir, 1 am hurrying up. 

Then I come to rale 61. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 51, line 2, after the words “decision 
§h«iU” the words “subject tq^ a revision by the District Judge” be inserted. 

Sir, here also the same argument applies that you are always trying to 
make the District Magistrate the final appellate authority, but I am ti^^ng 
to make the District Judge the revising authority after the judgment is 
delivered by the District Magistrate. - 
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Sir, 1 beg to move that after rule 56 the followinf new nile be inserted, 
samely ; — 

“56A. The District Panchayat Officer may transfer any officer servinff 
under any Gram or Anchal Panchayat to some other such 
Panchayat m the same subdivision/’ • 

This has been aceepted by the Government. 

Now, I will move amendments Nos. 25 to 32— they all relate to the 
same substitution. 

I beg to move that in rule 57, for the words “District Magistrate” 
wherever they occur the words “I>i>tri(t Pandiayot Officer” be substitutuL 

T beg to move that lu rule 58 for the word.- “Distiict Magistrate” wher- 
ever they occur the words “District Panchayat Officer” he substituted. 

I beg to move that in rule 59, for the words “District Magistrate” 
wherever they occur the words “District Panchayat Officer” be substituted. 

I beg to move that in rule 92, for the words “District Magistiate” 
wherever they occur the words “District Panchayat Officer” be substituted. 

Sir, I beg to move that in rule 94, for tlie words “District Magistrate”, 
wherever they occur the words “District Panchayat Officer” be substituted. 

I beg to move that in rule 99, foi the words ‘‘District Magistrate” 
wherever they occur tlie words “District Pancliayat Officer” be substituted. 

T beg to move that in rule 101, for the words “District Magistrate” 
wnerever they occur the words “District Panchayat Officer” be substituted. 

1 beg to move that in rule 102, for the words “District Magistrate” 
wherever they occur the words “District Panchayat Officer” be substituted. 

Sir, in all these amendments my attempt has been to substitute the 
words “District Magistrate” by the words “District Panchayat Officer” 
because you have over-burdened the District Magistrate with so many 
diversified activities that he seldom ha^i any time to aj>j)ly his mind to this 
work. Therefore, whatever he does becomes a ^tereoUped matter. Some- 
body — either his Secretary or liis Head Clerk — does all these things in the 
name of the District Magistrate who merely signs the files. 

[6.40—6-50 p.m.] 

You are retaining a permanent officer, District Pancliayat Officer, in each 
district, and he is the person who has been Iheie to ap])Iy his mind. He 
gradually becomes an expert in the application of this Ai t. Therefore, in 
place of District Magistrate if you have District Panchayat Officer, justice 
would be done, because an officer 'Vill be there to think over the matter 
and come to a decision. 

Then I move that in rule IlOA, for the word “buildings” wherever rt 
occurs the word “structures” be substituted. These are vital rules. Ton 
are going to tax a person. “The maximum rates of tax on persons, who are the 
owners or occupiers or owners and occupiers of land or buildings or both 
according to estimated total annual income shall be”. You have not 
defined “buildings” in the Act or in the Rules. Ordinarily buildings will 
refer to pucca buildings or houses' of masonry works. “Structure'’’ will 
include buildings and all other dwelling places. 
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Then I move that in rule .llO-A after item (a) the following new item 
he inserted, namely: — (“(aa) for the next Rs. 250 or less of the income 
} per cent.” I also more that in rule 110-A after the proposed item (aa) 
the following new item be inserted, namely: — “(aaa) for the next Rs. 500 
®r less of the income.,. J i)er cent.” I have introduced here certain rates. 

Then I move that in rule 110- A after item (f) the following explanation 
be inserted, namely: “Explanation 1. — The word ‘lands’ includes agricul- 
tural lands, non-agricultural lands, tanks, fisheries*, forests, orchards, hats 
and baaars and plantations.” Here the word “land” was introduced and 
no other thing. In the original rule it was stated “The maximum rates 
of tax on persons who are owners or occupiers or owners and occupiers of 
land or buildings.” For “buildings” I wish to substitute “structure” and 
for “land” the words as I have stated in my amendment No. 36. “Land” 
generally means fallow land or which is open land and where mere cultiva- 
tion is done. The owners of tanks, fisheries, forests, orchards, hats and 
bazars and plantations ought to be included; otherwise there will be this 
loophole through which there will be escape from usseesment. It there is 
any escaping, the rich people will get the benefit because the owners of 
fuch lands, that is, tanks, fisheries, forests, orchards, hats and bazars, are 
rich people and there is loophole for their escaping away from this Act. 
Therefore in order to keep them tied down to the burden of this Act, this 
explanation should be accepted. 

I also beg to move that in rule 110-A Explanation 1, paragraph (a), 
line 1, after the words “agricultural land” the words “cultivated by the 
€*wiier himself” be inserted. 

Sir, here I wish to restrict the scope and to exclude the bargadars 
therefiom. If the agricultural land is there, then any owner on that 
land may be liable to pay that tax A man may be on the land but not 
as the owner but as tenant or as a licencee, as a bargadar or as anybody 
else and these persons ought not to be made liable under these Rules to pay 
this tax. Therefore I have said “agricultural lands cultivated by the 
owner himself”. 

I also beg to move that the following proviso be inserted to rule 110-A 
after Explanation 1(a), namely: — 

“Provided that if the agricultural land is cultivated by any Bargadar 
the annual income of tlie owner of such land is 40 per cent, and 
that of the Rargadar is 30 i)er cent, of the estimated market value 
of the produce of such lands during the year of assessment”. 

You know, Sir, in the Land Reforms Act the division is in the ratio of 
40 :30; the owner gets the whole of it but the .Bargadar gets at least half 
of it, that is, 30 per cent, is spent for his agricultural purpose. 

I also beg to move that in clause 110-A, in Explanation 1, paragraph (b), 
line 1, after the words “forests, orchards” the words “hats and bazars” be 
insert^. 

Here I have tried to make some amends for the omission that has been 
BUKie because you have only used the words “forces” and “orchards” but 
the words “hats” and “bazars” ought to be there and in that way the 
entire list should be completed. 

I also beg to move that in rule llO-A, Explanation 1, paragraph (d), 
line 4, for the words “seven and a half” the word “five” be substituted. 

Here I wish to reduce the amount of taxation. 
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Mf« 8p6tk0r: Mr. Panda, how much more time will you takeP I am 
not trying to stop you, but how much more time will yoU Take? If you 
take Ioniser time — of course, you have a number of amendments to speak 
on — the Minister may not have time to reply. He might simply say ‘good 
bye* and then go. • 

Basanta Kumar Panda: In that case, Sir, I will simply pass over 
the other amendments as fast as I can, so that the Minister may have some 
time to reply. 

I also beg to move that in rule 110-A for the expression “Explanation 1** 
the expression “Explanation 2“ be substituted. 

1 also beg to move that in rule 110-A, for the expression “Explanation 
2“ the expression “Explanation. 3** be substituted. 

I also beg to move that in rule llO-B(l), in the Table, line 3, after the 
word “Concerns” the words “and any person holding any service within 
the local limits of Anchal Panchayat” lie inserted. 

This is for taxing those persons who hold any service within the Anchal 
Panchayat area and who derive some income therefrom. 

I also beg to move that in rule 110-B(2) and 110-C(2), line 3, after the 
expression “1st April” the words “of the said financial year” be inserted. 

This has been accepted by Government. 

I also beg to move that in rule llO-c(l), line 1, after the word “vehicle’* 
the words “who uses the same for any trade or business” be inserted. 

A man may be the owner of a vehicle but he may use it for his personal 
use or he may lend it to some other person. Therefore it should be made 
specific. 

I also beg to move that in rule 111(1), “Explanation 2” be omitted. 

I also beg to move that after rule 112(7), the following be added, 
namely : — 

““(8) Order passed in appeal by the District Panchayat Officer shall, 
subject to a revision by the District Judge, be final”, 

I also beg to move that in rule 119, lines 4 and 5, for the words “the 
Ohawkidar or any other persons” the word.s “a member of the Anchal 
Panchayat and a Chow;kidar” be substituted. 

I also beg to move that in rule 119, line 7, after the words “and api- 
culture” the words “and foodgrains for the consumption of the defaulter 
and his family till the next crop is obtained by him’’ be inserted. 

I also beg to move that in rule 119, line 8, for the word “half” the 
words “twenty-five per cent, of” be substituted. 

This has been accepted by the Hon’ble Minister. 

I also beg to move that in rule 120, line 2, after the words “movable 
property” the words “only during the day time” be inserted. 

This has also been accepted by the Hon’ble Minister,

8). Deo Prakash Rai: Mr. Speaker, Sir, in supportimr the resolution 
for takin;^ over the jute and tea industry I shall confine m 5 ^self to tea 
industry and that also particularly in tlie district of Darjeeling. Sir, there 
are 155 tea gardens in the district of Jalpaiguri and Ido in the district of 
Darjeeling. You will find there are more than 2.60,000 daily workers 
toiling di^rd in these tea gardens. These tea garden workers along with 
their dependants feel that they are still under alien i)eople in a foreign 
Icrrilorv' liecause they do not receive the full benefits of a free country as 
f'lissed oy tlie Legislatures for the benefit of the people. The Tea Planlers, 
most of whom are foreigners, have their own set of rules for these tea 
gardens. The schemes under T.D.P., N.E.8. and other National Develop- 
ment Plans do not cover the 260,000 workers employed in these tea gardens. 
They are denied even the minimum fundamental rights in the matter of 
ei'ucation, health and food. The total acreage of these tea prdens comes 
to more than (S (eight) lakhs, which is inhabited by more than 7i lakhs, 

of people. So, you will find that eight lakhs of land is excluded from 

dcvelopmeiij ami nioi'e than Ti lakhs of people are denied the privileges 
and benefits under National Development Plans. Sir, if you take the 
cmisus of the people living in the District ot Darjeeling you w'ill find that 
tlirec-foiirtlis of the po])ulation live in tea gardens. A very small quautitv 
of khasmahal lands are covered by N.E.S. and f.D.P. programmes in 
Darjeeling. The development schemes have not covered the vast areas t)f 
tea gardens and the multitude of the people living in the tea gardens 
naturally think and rightly feel that they are in a foreign territory. 

So, I would earnestly ask the Government * to urge upon the Fniou 

Government by making a suitable legislation to take over the tea industry 

so that the ])eople now living in these tea gardens may feel that they are 
living in a free and independent (‘ountry under a national Government.

Hut I have tried to find out the arguments by which the promoters of this 
resolution hav^ tried to couvinc'e us about the rationale of the procedure. 
Sir, foreign exchange, as everybody knows, can only be earned if the 
quantity of the uoixls -xportod are increased or the quality is improved. 
Let us take jiite. It i ay be that you may by better type of jute seeds or 
better manures ;;fl bei.'er type of jute produced. You might get better 
production of jute of a better quality, and you may be able to sell it in a 
ronipelitive market in larger quantity than today. That is possible. You 

imist remember that jute is no longer a monopoly of the Indian Union. 

There are othtu; countries, namely, Pakistan and other countries where jute 
1 . being pro.Iu<ed in large quantitie.s. vSimilarly, in the case of tea, tea 
is beiiig ])To(luce(l c\'cn Africa and other jilaces and a competitive business 
IS grjing on. Therefor^*, it is important that we consider this particular 
problem from these, aspects. I (juite realise tliat in the trade that has been 
mentioned — ^juie or tea — there i.^ a great deal of loopholes that may be 
[ilugged. Ppfits may have to be mopped up or if there are people who are 
not conducting tliemseives properly they should be controlled as far as 
possible. But how would that give increased foreign exchange is beyond 
my comprehension. Sir, the export of jute goods— I am talking of jute 
goods — is also meeting competition from other countries, particularly 
Pakistan. Tlie Jute Enquiry Commission appointed by the Government of 

India went into this matter ot increasing the value of the goods that are 

exported very carefully. They did not recommend what is proposed in this 
resolution namely the State trading in jute goods. Mind you — we should 
not have a confusion of idea — I am saying that there may he a great deal 
of tilings tluii biive been done in tlic'inatter of production of better types of 
gouils 1 am ()nl\ ccnfin-ng myself to the proposition before the House, 
nunely tlu* (luc'^tion of trading in jute. The Jute Enquiry Commission 
went into tliis juatter very very carefully and so also in flu* case of tea 
tlie Planting Kmjuiry ('onuMls^lon of 19h(; — both these Commissions did not 
reiumnuend the State trading in these two commodities. Sir, the increase 
in the ga]) that may be tilled up, as I have said before, did not escape the 
attention of the Government of India. They appointed in February, 1957, 
au Export Promotion (himmittee to make a <*ompreheusive study of all as- 
pects of trade jiromotion, so that the -‘ountry can earn larger foreign 
exchange lb rough inci eased exj^ort. Wbal I am trying to place before the 
House is that this jiartieular method or n]>proach did not escape the notice 
of the Government ot India, because they were keen on earning more foreign 
e.xoliange. In the opinion of the Committee normally there is no need to 
interfere with the exiatiug arraugeinents under which a large body of 
private traders can effectively establisb j>eisonul contact and goodwill with 
their counterparts abroad. 


To my mind, the sale of a commodity, whether it is tea or jute or any 
other commodity, deitends not merely upon the quality of the goods pro- 
duced but also upon the measure of goodwill and contact which a producer 
here and a trader abroad may have developed. In certain trades, where 
there is Lick of adequate orgauwation or co-operation amongst the ])rodiu‘ers, 
brokers and* ^iiUip)>ers, resulting in excessive speculation and unhealthy 
competition in the export market, canalisation in export through a single 
agency may prove a useful device, but such a measure should be considered 
ail exceptional measure to l>e taken only in special circumstances. 
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bo far as e.K;,urt promotion i» concerned, tlie State Trading Corporation, 
w establisked. Tliia State Trading Corporation now 

^als, with s.eel cenient and other commodities. This Corporation is im- 
porting iron and steel, ceine^ milk powder and newsprint and is exporting 
iron and manganese pres The State Trading Corporation i» intended to 
strengthen our export trade by supplementing the present organisation and 


The Export Promotion Committee further recommended that Kxpoit 
i lomotion Cuuucil.'i should be ^el up ior foiuinodities not alre»dv covered, 
^uch (.oiinc'ils ‘.are already l.eeu iormed ttu cotton textiles, Mlk‘ ark silk, 
shellac, mica, ea-ineering tobacco, plaatings, etc. Good’ result in 

the export sphere 110*^ tilready been achieved through this device. The 
advantage of Export Councils tor these commodities is that producers and 
traders concerned and Government are jointly enabled to devote tliought to 
the export problems peculiar to each commodity. .But in respect ot jute 
goods or tea, the Export Promotion Committee have not l*ecomnicnded State 
trading to earn foreign exchange, hut, on the contrarv, they have recom- 
luended that the functions of the Export Promotion Council in respect of 
these commodities should be through the Tea Boaid and the Jute Comtnis- 
sioner, Government of India, for tea and jute goods respectively. Tlie 
t Government id India, today, are giving all encouragement for the diversi- 
tication of our exports and di versiricatiou of our exjiort markets through 
various niea'*uie>>, such as. develoiiment ot liettei shipjuug, banking and 
insurance .services, inauguration ot the Export Hisk Jnsiirame (Corporation, 
fiscal concession in the shape ot drawback of custonn duty on imjiorted raw 
materials intended for production of exjmrt goods, iiuality control, j>re- 
shipmenf survey, >ei vices through the Trade CommisMoneis abroad, sunnli- 
tiention of procedure and adnuniatrative formalities in resp-ct of exjuirt 
transactions, better credit facilities and so on. These mea.suivs would go a 
long way to boo^t up export of these commodities in a free ami (‘ompetitive 
market. 

I have not been convinced about the usefulness of this resolution. There- 
lore. I oppose it.

Laying of a statament regarding the food situation 

Th^ Hon’ble Prafulla Chandra Sen; Sir, with your permission I beg 
to lay before tlie House n statement regarding the food situation on the 
batiis of whieli discussion will be held tomorrow. 

Mr. Speaker: Yes. 

The Hon’ble Prafulla Chandra Sen: The present food situation in 
West Bengal is causing understandable anxiety in the public mind. The 
West Bengal Government aie naturally expected to explain the background 
of the present food situation* and to apj)riHe the puolic of the measures 
taken by tlie Government to meet the situation. 

2. 1957 was a year of continued drought during tlie sowing aipl trans- 

jilanting seasons. 'It was realised even at the beginning of the crop year 
1957-58, i.e., in July 1957, that we were going to have an unsatisfactory 
a man crop in 1957-68, and that the production of rice will be far below 
the requirements. In view of the anticipated deficit in production of food- 
grains tlie question whether the food controls in tlie country should be 
imposed was examined by the Foodgrains Eiujuiry (Committee appointed 
by tlie (lovernment of India. The said Oommittee submitted their report 
just before the amau harvest, and on the recommendations made by the 
Committee the idea of imposing statutory food controls was given u]). 

d. Towards the end of January, 1958, when the results of the random 
sam{)le survey conducted by the State Statistical Bureau were known, it 
was found that the Amau crop of 1957-58 was going to yield about 36.58 lakh 
tons as against the Agriculture Department’s first forecast of 30.63 lakh 
tons received in November, 1957. The estimate of deficit in cereals in 
West Bengal in 1958, therefore, came down from about 12 lakh tons in 
October-November, 1957, to less than 7 lakh tons towards the end of Janu- 
ary, 1958. The Government have based their needs on this basis. 

4. To meet the deficit of cereals in this State the Government of West 
Bengal approached the Government of India for sujiply of foodgrains. It 
was also decided to procure internally some stock of rice for the purpose 
of making the same available to the consumers at reasonable prices during 
the lean months of the year. From 11th February, 1958, the West Bengal 
Government in consultation with the Central Government imposed a levy 
of 25 per cent, on the production of Rice Mills in the five districts of 
Burdwan, Birbhum, .Baukura, Midnapore and West Dinajpur. This levy 
order was extended to Hooghly and 24-Pargana8 from 15th February, 1958 
and to TUnberia subdivision of Howrah from 27th February, 1968. The 
Government of India simultaneously promulgated the Price Control Order 
in resp^t of wholesale transactions (exceeding 10 maunds in one transaction) 
for different varieties of rice /paddy in the above areas. 

5. The West Bengal Government with the prior concurrence of the 
Government of India &ed the levy on production of Rice Mills in the above 
areas at 25 per cent, of the total production and not at a higher figure 
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because it was felt that a higher percentage of levy would d]^ up the open 
market and worsen the food situation in the State. Any higher proportion 
of levy from the Bice Hills in any area in a markedly deficit area in West 
Bengal would not increase the total volume of cereals available for the 
peome of ^the State. Any higher levy by the Government would, therefore, 
lead to a lower availabili^ of cereals in th# open market and would have 
resulted in further rise of prices, causing hardship to the people who get 
their supplies from the open market. By increased proportion of levy we 
cannot increase the total supplies of foodgrains in the State. 

6. Originally on the basis of maximum capacity of milling W the 
local Rice Mills if was estimated that 25 per cent, levy in West fiengal 
would fetck a total quantity of 150,000 tons of rice in a year. The 
actual, ei^ectaHpn was later reduced to 75,000 tons when it was realised 
that the production of the Rice Mills in the procurement areas was affected 
due to the prevailing jnarket situation in 1958. It appears that while the 
Mills in the procurement areas in 1957 produced during the period from 
January to May about 178,000 tons of rice, they milled only about 
150,000 tons during the corresponding period of this year. The West 
Bengal Government have up to 25th July 1968 procured about 67.6 thousand 
tons of rice under the levy system which has been no mean achievement, 
taking into consideration the prevailing market situation and the fall in 
production by the Rice Mills in 1968. 

7. Tb prevent any export of rice /paddy from West Bengal to other 
areas outside West Bengal and thereby to conserve supplies within the 
State, the Central Government at tlie instance of West Bengal Government 
imposed from 30th January, 1958, a State Cordon banning all movements 
out of the State except under a permit. A ban was also imposed simul- 
taneously on ail movements of rice and paddy from the Calcutta Industrial 
Area in order to stabilise price in that most heavily deficit and at the same 
time, the most important consuming centre in the State. 

8. It is obvious from what has been stated above that the West 
Bengal’s requirement of cereals cannot be met entirely from local rice 
production. A considerable portion ot the deficit in cereals is met at present 
from wheat sup])lies re('eived from the Government of India. Local 
production of wheat in West Bengal is very small. There is normally a 
considerable demand for wheat / wheat-producl in the Calcutta Industrial 
Area where aU our Flour Mills are (‘oncentrated . In normal times the 
Flour Mills in Calcutta area used to get their supplie.'^ through trade 
channel. To juevent undue i>rofiteeung by the trade and to regulate the 
movement of wheat and wheat-product in flu* country, the Government of 
India promulgated Wheat Movement Control Order in September, 1956, 
which banned import of wheat into Calcutta Industrial Arcja on trade 
account. At the same time the Government of India has been releasing 
Government stocks of wheat to meet the requirement of this area. 

9. It has been mentioned earlier that the final estimated deficit in 
respert of cereals in West Bengal in 1958, wag about 7 lakh tern’s. In order 
to enable us to meet this deficit the Central Government has promised iv? to 
supply 1.75 lakh tons of rice and 6.5 lakh tons of wheat. The entire stock 
of rice received from the Centre and the stocks already procured and to be 
procured, under the levy system are being and will be distributed by the 
Government through a nefWork of Modified Ration shops throughout the 
State at fair prices much below the prevailing market rates. Wheat and 
wheat-products are being supplied through Modified Ration shops and in 
wyment of wnges in kind to the Test Relief workers and to recipients of 
Gratuitous Relief. This will consume about 2.5 lakh foin cf wheat during 
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whole year. The remaininff 4 lakh tons of wheat allotted to West 
Bengal by the Centre to meet its cereal deficit will be given to the trade 
for distribution in the open market. 

It is, therefore, clear that the West Bengal Government have^ taken all 
possible steps to meet th« needs of consumers in every way possible, and 
that there is no room for alarm or panic* of any kind. 

10. Market prices of rice and in fact of almost all commodities normally 
rise during the rainy season in West Bengal. The average retail price of 
Common Rice in West Bengal reached the high level of Rs. 27. IG nP. per 
maund on 16th July 1958. In order to check this rise in price of rice in 
the open market and to make supplies of foodgrains available to consumers 
at reasonable i)rices, the Government have been releasing fncreasingly 
larger stocks of rice and wheat tlirough Modified Ration shopsi. Tlie follow- 
ing figures will indicate the enhanced supplies made during this year as 
compared to the last year :

It will be seen that 73 lakh people are now getting the benefit of modi- 
fied rationing in West Bengal as against 27 lakh persons during this time 
of the last year. . ^ 

The nent two ^months, viz., August and September, are the lean and 
difficult months when there is generally a seasonal rise in the price of rice 
in* the open market every year. To meet the situation which may 
be aggrevated due to further rise in the price of rice in the 
open market during the above two months, the Government in 
jfonsultation with the Union Fooil Minister has decided to make heavy 
releases of Government stocks of rice for distribution under M.R. in 
Calcutta and distrhds. For the next two months arrangements have been 
made "to release Government stocks of rice sufficient to give the benefit of 
modified rationing to more than 12,000,000 people. This will mean that 
47 lakh more persons will get the benefit of modified rationing from 
August, 1968, than as at present. 

At present more than 9,000 Modified Ration shops are functioning in 
West Bengal :

The Hon’lllt Dr. Dkllllfl Chandra Roy: Sir, regarding tlie Second 
Five-Year Plan, particularly so^far as Bengal is concerned, I sincerely 
expected some constructive criticisms regarding the plan. It is no use 
saying that they do not know w^at tiie plans are, how they have been 
exeauted from year to year. Here is a book which is published by the 
Finance Department, Government of West Bengal, showing the x^rogress of 
development schemes undei^ the Second Five-Year Plan including the com- 
mitted expenditure for the First Five-Year Plan .and new schemes, etc., 
etc. Therefore, if there was any constructive suggestion to be made, it 
€^ould have been based upon the facts that are given there or in other books 
that have been published by the Government. But instead of that I heard 
Shri Jyoti Basu say — he began well — in the end “if you cannot do your 
job, get out of it; I want to get in’^ and he also mentioned in course of his 
speech an indirect hint that I should not possess any nephew and he said 
something about my having a friend called P. C. Mitra. I do not know 
what he meant by it. Let him be explicit. There is no harm in it. I am 
not afraid of attacks. Hard words do not break bones. Another honourable 
member followed him. He said that the whole of your party will be upside 
down, ^ I bim : what will happen to him if he gets 

Sir, I want to say something about the scheme, because the members, 
I believe, have not got the correct idea with regard to all-India Plan as 
well as the West Bengal Plan. 

Sir, in the First Five-Year Plan period, as I have said many times in 
this House, we completed Hs. 72 crores worth of different objectives and, 
80 far as all-India figures are concerned, it is known that national income has 
increased from Rs. ^110 crores to Rs. 10,800 crores, that is, by 25 per cent, 
althcmgh the per capita income rose from Rs. 254 to Rs. 281-^the propor- 
tion in which the per capita income rose was not the proportion in which 
the national in(‘ome rose, this was due to increase of population. During 
the Second Five-Year Plan period, it is expected that our national income 
flhould increase from Rs. 10,800 crores to Rs. ld,480 crores and our per 
capita income from Rs. 281 to Rs. ddO. That is our hope and exi)ectation. 

Sir, we must not forget that this country is mainly an agricultural 
country — 75 per cent, of our people depend upon agriculture, secondly, that 
the average standard* of living of the people of hhis country is low, thirdly, 
that the productivity rate is low here and, fourthly, that unemployment 
and under-employment are markedly high in this country. Sir, we cannot 
get out of these facts. This is what Sj. Bimal Chandra Sinha meant when 
he said, we are an under-developed country. We know that. Nobody can 
shut his eyes to these facts. Therefore, these plans are not an end by them- 
selves, but they are a means to an end. What "is the endP The end is 
increase of the national income, as I have just said, from Rs. 10,800 crores 
to Rs. 13,480 .crores and, secondly, rapid development of industries, parti- 
cularly basic and heavy industries. It is well-known that we must have 
these basic industries in tbe Second Plan period, otherwise it would not 
he possible for us to have machineries built in this couptry and producer 
good* also cannot be produced. If we have to import machineries for 
producer goods, then we will have to pay for the import of these machineries. 
Sir, this is a paradox which is to be found, particularly, in an under- 
developed poor country like India, On the one hand, we must increase 
the ^sic industries, tf we tak^ a long view of development of our country, 
we ttust do it. That is the background. But, at the same time, we know 
^ai heavy industries are capital intensive and we know also that they are 
ve% labour intensive. Therefore, although this is an essential thing and 
although there has been a large increase in the provision for industries made 
in the Second Five-Year Plan compared to the First Plan, yet we have to 
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tfeCognise the fact that in't)rder to get this large increase in the volume cf 
k^vy industries, we must find funds. There, again, we "are faced with 
difficulties.

There will have to be large production centres and a large volume of capital 
goods and that requires money which the country has not got. That is the 
first item. Thp second item is that if you only develop the basic industries 
and heavy industries and you pour in 1,000 croi^s or 1,500 crores into them, 
unless correspondingly you increase the volume of consumer gooods or 
reduce the consumption of consumer goods intiation is bound to take place. 
If you do not increase the volume of consumption, then uHimately heavy 
industries will fail because unless there is s.ile of their output if is not 
]x)S8ible for them to continue to exist. On the other hand, unless you have 
the consumer goods produced in large quantities so as to meet the need of 
those who are engaged in the heavy industries, inflation, again, is bound 
to take place. These are the factors which we liave got to take into account. 
We know that the objectives of the Second Five-Year Plan are. increase in 
the national income, expansion of employment opportunities, reduction of 
inequalities of income and wealth, and more equitable distribution of 
wealth and economic power among the people of the country. These are 
the objectives. The question is how to get at them. To increase the 
national income we must increase production, not merely production of the 
heavy industries but also of smaller industries and consumer goods. The 
increased production means also the increased power of consumption. Unless 
you do increase the power of consumption you cannot continue to have 
increased production for any length of time. Therefore, we have to take 
this view that w^e must increase the basic industries ahd at the same time 
increase the small and village industries. There is one group of i>eople 
in the country and in the world who think that development of a particular 
country can only depend upon increase in capital goods industry. That has 
been done for many years in Russia but that necessarily imposes a liability 
of controlling the consumption of goods — other\^ise inflation will take pho'e 
and that was what happened in Russia. Expansion of basic industry 
therefore sliould be balanced with efforts at increase of conHumjition goods. 
It you want to increase the production of consumer goods you have got to 
get the machine. You have got to get machine, for instance, for various 
types of production of sugar, bicycles, sewing machines, electric fans etc. 
If you have to imi)ort machinery for producing them it will be a sort of 
vi'^'oU’i circle and we shall be in a dilemma. Tlieicfore, the Second Five- 
Year Plan was conceived and probably you are aware that long preparation 
was made before the Plan was placed before the public. In the First Five- 
Year Plan there was not much of previous calculation, arrangement, 
discussion and so on but in the case of the Secotid Five-Y'^ear Plan it was 
placed before a panel of economists. You have heard one name, 
Mr. Mahalanabis and there' were also Mr. Rao and others in the panel of 
economists to consider this in August, 1955 and then the Plan was dis- 
cussed between the officers of the Slate Governments individually and those 
of the Central Government. Then the Plan was placed before the National 
Development Council and then the Plan was placed before the Parliament 
in 1966. Therefore there was a great deal of arrangement made before the 
Plan was actually published. You have seen the volume of the Plan. At 
first it was suggest^ that the total plan would be 4,800 crores in the ])ublic 
sectoiT and about 2,200 crores in the private sector. Then they found out 
two things. One was that the prices of commodities in the public sector 
had gone up high and therefore they felt that they might not be able to 
get the 4,800 crores as you must have known that of the 4,800 crores about 
900 crores remained as a gap to be filled up either by money received from 
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outside or by deficit financiM of various types! Sow, this scheme waa 
therefore placed before the *^tloual Development Council a few months 
ago in order to find Out whether the scheme should be reduced in size in 
view of this difficulty, namely, rise in prices of commodities which would 
be imported and secondly because ^of the difficulty in getting the necessary 
deficit financiim. Another thing* came up before us and that was that 
although itt 1954 we had a fairly good season and we had an idea that we 
might not have to import foodgrains from outside, that was found to be a 
wrong calculation and therefore that again added to our difficulties so far as 
finding funds for the develbpment projects was concerned. The question 
therefore arose as to whether there should be reduction of the Plan both 
for each State as well as for the Centre from 4,800 crores to 4,500 crores. 
Eventually it was decided to keep to the 4,800 crores but to divide it into 
two parts — one would be 4,500 crores certain and the other 300 crores would 
depend on whether we can get further deficit financing in some place or 
other or whether we can increase our own resources in some way or other. 
That is the background in which the Second P^ve-Year Plan was made. 

Now, in this State we were asked, as every State was asked, in 1955 
to find out what would be the need of the State for development purposes. 
We had originally a scheme of 554 (crores for the Second Five-Year Plan 
of which llo crores was intended for refugee rehabilitation and 441 crores 
for other purposes. Then this was done on the basis of the requirements 
placed before the Government by the different local Indies dn different 
districts of West Bwigal — so much for roads, so much for water supply and 
so on. We felt that it was not possible to think of 441 crores. During the 
previous five years we spent only 69 crores. We then thought that peSiaps 
322 crores should be enough of which 56 crores were for some big projects 
like reclamation of salt lake, Ganga .Barrage, disposal of sewage, Durgapur 
Coke Oven Plant and so on. These constituted 56 crores and the remaining 
266 crores was the figure we gave to the Planning Commission for 
consideration. 

[7-5—7-15 p.m.] 

In September, 1955^ it was decided that the Ganga Projec t should be a 
Government of India Project. So we agreed to drop that. Then after 
discussion with the various departments of the State Government the figure 
of 266 crores was reduced to 161 crores because this sura would mean not 
merely contribution of the Government of thei. State but also contribution 
of the Government of India and they felt that the 161 croral should be 
enough and of this 6.5 crores was set apart for the various projects I have 
mentioned — the Coke Oven Project, etc., etc. and they also asked us to 
reduce the total demand by 5 per cent. So actually the amount that was 
agreed upon between the Government of India and ourselves was that there 
should be an expenditure of 158,66 crores and 6 crores would be for the 
special projects I have just mentioned. Then later on 4 crores was added 
to this figuro for the development of transferred territories so ,lhat the total 
figure came up to 157 crores, of which Damodar Valley was to get 15 crores, 
so that leaving Damodar Valley out — you remember the Damodar Valley 
Project is supplied with fund from the Government of India as a loan to be 
distributed tn rough the Government of West Bengal into the Damodar 
Valley, that is a scheme which was adopted before partition — and if you 
take that 15 crores out from 157 crores then 142 crores remains as our target 
fnr getting our development projects in Bengal. 

Sir, a question has been asked by a person, who I cannot expect to think 
in terms of figures, that the West Bengal Government has paid nothing 
towards the development project. I have got here the figures for different 
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veftrs and you will realise what the position actually is. In the year 1956- 
57 Planing Commission accepted a budget figure of 23.6 crores in- 
clusive of^Damodar Valley. Of this 23.6 crores the State Government was 
to pay 7. ^ crores, the Centre has to find 11.1 crores. Actually the State 
Government spent 10.7 crores, not 7.7 crores, and the Central Government 
gave us only 6.o crores. Of the total of 153 crores without the added areas 
or 157 crores with the added areas including the D.V.C. it was decided that 
we should find 69 crores ahd the 74 crores shoul4 be found by the Govern- 
ment of India, that is, without the Damodar Valley. Therefore, the 
proportion should^ have been 55 per cent, from the Government of India and 
coutributioii of 45 per cent, from us. But in the fir>1 year we found tliat 
we spent 63 per cent, of the total and the (rovernment of India ])aid only 
38 per cent. In the year 1957-58 the total budget was originally for 28.49 
crores. They reduced the estimate to 26.41 crores. The State gave 9.25 
crores; the Centre gave 11.2 crores, that is to say, the State again paid 
more than the Centre. In the year 1958-59, the ])resent year, the Govern- 
ment of India said that the total should be 21.47 crores. We suggested 
that it should be 24.51 crores of whi(^h 14.42 crores would be paid oy the 
Government of the State and 10.9 crores by the Centre. Therefore you will 
realise tliat in the three years that we have done the Centre has paid 
26.65 crores and we have jmid 35.92 (uores. Our sliare is even more than 
the share of the Government of India. It is true that in the first two years 
the pattern of as>istance tlirough the Government of India was less or actual 
assistance was less than was promised because of a pattern of assistance 
winch was laid down by the Planning (Vmimission and flic ditterent 
^Ministries of the Government ot India. 1 will give you one example. 
The (piestion was whether tliere should he any c.llotment for an epidemic 
disc'ase like leprosy or philaria. Now, the Central Govmnmimt said “If 
you take money for jdiilaiia, I sliall give you but if you want to have money 
for leprosy I will not give you the same amount. ’ Their jiattern of assist- 
ance IS sometliing dittVrciit trom ours. Wlom T phaidcd - not «*xactly pleaded 
— T argued with them that Bengal does not need mucli assistance so far as 
philaria is cniicerned, hut leprosy is a hurning subject in Bengal parti- 
cularly in the districts of Bankura and Midnapore, they said “Our pattern 
of assistance is that we must give for tliis and not tor the other”. But 
fortunately, this time they have agreed to that. Once the total figure is 
agreed upon between the Planning Commission and the State about tlie end 
of September, Ctetober or Xovember, then for the next year tliey sliall jmy 
iis without reference to the jiattern of assi.stance regularly every monfli 
from the beginning ot th(' next financial year or even^ three months, as 
the case may be, and wait till Xovember or December of the following year 
when actual figures have to be placed before the Government of India and 
the Ac(“onntant-General before further help w'ould be given. Therefore, the 
actual amount of assistance received from the Central Government in the 
last three years has been 41 crores inclufdve of Damodar Valley. So if 
you take 13 and something or 14 crores as the average and if you get another 
28 crores for the next two years at 14 crores, we shall be getting 69 crores 
from the Centre and we shall be providing 68.92 crores. You will remember 
that the Finance Commission has suggested to the Government of India 
that the total need for Bengal is 153 crores. They said of these 153 crores 
53 crores "will come from revenue and 100 crores will come from loan. 
Of this 53 crores, 20 crores should come from the Government of India 
to tlie State Government and the other 33 crores the State Government must 
find. We have told the Government of India that not only can we find 
33 cTpres but we can find 38 crores during the five year period provided 
25 crores is given by the Central Government as indicated by the Finance 
Commission. Actually they are far below that figure. For instance, for 
the last three years the Centre has made a grant of 9 crores. In three years 
G-23 
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the\ have paid it. Therefore, they cannot pay 16 crores according to the 
Finance CommisHion in course of two more years. They have paid 17 crores 
as loan. They cannot possibly pay another 40 crores during the next two 
yeais. Therefore, my calculation is that we will keep to our project of 
15f3 crores, and we at least would be able to provide 136 crores from our 
budget. And if the Centre gives us at the rate of 13 crores for the next 
two years, in that case we shall pay practicaflly the whole of 153 crores 
minus 17 crores. This ii the position so far as the contributions of the 
Centre and ourselves are concerned. 


[7-15 — 7-23 p.m.] 

Sir, it has been suggested by Shri Jyoti Basu about the rural health 
centne that our scheme for the five-year plan was 330 rural health centres. 
Sir, we have finished or about to finish 178. This is given here including 
the provision for the Purulia area. Therefore, we liave done more than 
nearly GO per cent, in three years’ j;ime. So there no reason for any 
complaint here. 


There is another question which has been raised and that is with regard 
to spinning mill. It is true that we had planned for three spinning mills 
in .Bengal to be done in the public sector plus seven or eight spinning mills 
through the Refugee Rehabilitation scheme. So far as the refugee rehabi- 
litation scheme is concerned, sixty or seventy per cent, of the work is 
finished. So far as dhr scheme is concerned, our difficulty has been the 
following: We have laid down the ])lan. We have done other arrange- 
ments and we have asked for the release of the foreign exchange, and after 
that is done, we shall put it into effect. 


It is true that unemployment is not likely to be relieved to a very 
marked extent for the very simple reason that as the new avenues of em- 
ployment increase, the population also increases. Therefore, my estimate 
is that although there may be increased employment, relief to the un- 
employed will not be of a very marked extent during the next few years. 
That IS my estimate. I may be wrong. I hojie I may be wrong. I agree 
with those who feel that the only way in which we can relieve unemploy- 
ment is to develop the small ana cottage industries. As I have indicated 
before, mere development of heavy industries will uot relieve unemploy- 
ment nor would it provide the consumer goods that people would require. 
Of course, we hope to save a large sum of money through the heavy indus- 
tries by stopping import of machineries. But there are associated condi- 
tions to be satisfied, for example, the question of transport comes in, the 
question of railways comes in and all these questions have to be solved. 


Sir. 80 far as this State is concerned, we hope we shall be able to fulfil 
our obligation so far as the provision of Rs. 153 crores or Rs. 157 crores is 
concerned. I am only lioping but T do not know whether the Government 
of India will ultimately be able to give us the balance of Rs. 47 crores — 
they have already given us Rs. 41 crores — of course, they may give us 
Rs. 23 crores each year. 1 have got this assurance from the Planning 

Commission that if our resources permit it — even though we do not get any 
help from outside — w’e may complete our projects such as they are. Of 
course, our resources mean not merely resources from taxation but also 
resources of borrowing money in the market or by any other method that 
wt may adopt, so far as this State is concerned. 
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Sir, this is all that I have got to say with regard to the Second Five- 
Year Plan. I know that everybody here as well as outside is keen upon 
developing this country — everybody in this country likes to develop it a« 
fast as we can — but there are difficulties in the way which I have tried 
to explain. Therefore, although we are going ahead, to my mind, fairly 
satisfactorily, considering our difficulties and our difficult ways and means 
position, yet much more remains to be done and it will require not one or 
two Five-Year Plans but ^ it may require three or four or five Five-Year 
Plans before we can reach our goal. 

Mr. SpMker; The debate is closed. The House stands adjourned till

Sj. Ja^nnath Kolsy; Sir, I to move that in clause 5, at the end, 
the following new proviso be added, namely: — 

“Provided further that when water rate is paid by the owner of any 
land cultivated by a harf/adary the owuer shall be entitled 
to recover from tlie haryadar half of the amount paid by him us 
water rate.” 


SJ. Bassnta Kumar Panda: Sn, I move that in clause 5, line 4, after 
the w’ords “ diall be on the" the words “owner and the” be inserted. 

I also move that in the proviso to clause 5, lines 4 aud 5, for the words 
“under whom the bargadar holds” the words and figures “and the bargadar 
thereof in the rnao 8:2" be substituted. 

In my first amendment I have stated that after the words “shall be on 
the occupier" the words “and the owner” be inserted, because, Sir, the 
occupier may not be the owner. Occupation of a land may be either by 
the tenant; but now there will be no tenant. There will be bargadar, there 
will be other jiersous also. Therefore ‘occupier* does not always convey 
the idea of enjoyment. He may he in charge of the property but he may 
not he the owner of the proj)erty. There may he a Managj r, there may he 
a care-taker, but still they will fall in the category ot the word “occupiei ”. 
Therefore the owner as well as the occupier should be liable for the purpose 
ot taxation. 

Then my second amendment is a n\ost important amendment. By this 
amendment, Sir, I have sought to make an apportionment of the burden of 
taxation between the owner and the bargadar. You know, Sir, whatever 
might have been the position just before the passing of the Estates Acquisi- 
tion Act or the Land Reforms Act, now the position has greatly changed. 
At the j)resent moment no person shall he owger of more than acres of 
land, no person shall be allowed to cultivate more than that land if that 
is already in his occupation. Similarly, a bargadar shall not be allowed 
to eultivate more than 25 acres of land. So the legal f»ositioii is even 
between ihe owner and the bargadar, but if the lands of the owuei are 
BOW being cultivated by the bargadar — there has been a recent rule under 
the Land Reforms Act that the owner shall not be entitled to recover more 

G-3U 
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thau twO‘tliirds of the land which he is allowed to hold — therefore an owner 
shall not be allowed to recover more than 17 acres of land from the bar^adar. 
Therefore the position of barpadar as regards cultivation is somewhat 
better than the owner. That is the present position of the law. 

You know, Sir, when sections 23 and 24 of the Land Hefofms Act will 
come into operation the burden of rent will be entirely on the owner and 
this rent will be a progressive rate of rent. TJp to two acre^ there will be 
. practically no rent ; thereafter, there is a progressive rate of rent up to 
5 acres, 10 acres, 15 acres and then a higher rent would be fixed, according 
to the latest calculation, about Rs. 5 per bigha. This is the entire burden 
of the owner. If this taxation is borne by the owner himself the position 
will be that he shall have to bear the entire burden of taxation, he shall 
have to pay the entire outgoings, that -is, rent^^, taxes, etc. which are 
already existing plus heavy taxation at the rate of Rs. 27-8 maximum per 
acre per year. 

Mfi 8p6ak0r: You have said the rate to be imposed? 

[5-5-10 p.m.] 

8]. Basanta Kumar Panda: I have said that is the maximum rate. 

I have given the maximum. Now, it up to that rate there is imposition, 
you know, Sir, what will be the position of the owners. Under the Land 
Reforms Act the owner is to get only 40 per cent, of the crops. If out of 
this 40 per cent, of the crops he is to ])ay all tlie existing rents the 
entire burden as is proposed by the clause itself, then practically the owner 
shall be getting nothing. Therefore, I have proposed for apportionment 
3; 2, that i« the owner shall have fo i)ny three-filths of the tax and the 
bargadar two-fifths of the tax. 

Mfi 8peaker: The official amendment is there. 

8J. Basanta Kumar Panda: The (official amendment has accepted onl^^ 
the spirit, partial spirit of my amendment but not the whole of it. I shall 
make an analysis of the official amendment. They hav-* said that the 
Government will realise the entire tax from the owner and the owner shall 
have to realise his portion from the bargadar. The result would be that 
the position between the owner and the bargadar in the rural areas will be 
embittered. The owner first of all will he liable for the entire amount of 
tax and that will he realised from him either by the Public Demands 
Itecovery Act or any other procedure. 

Mfi Bpaaker: What about the landless bargadar? How do you recover 
from him? Agricultural tools, and imjdements you cannot attach, his 
cow, his grains you cannot attach. You can attacli his person. 

8L Basanta Kumar Panda: As to the landless bargadar I am saying 
this. The landless hargadar’s share of the crop which shall not he necessary 
for the purpose of agriculture can he attached. You know, Sir, that other 
tilings cannot he attached, his seeds for cultivation cannot be attached, hut 
any*crop wliich is in excess of the seeds which he shall be getting as his 
sliare each year — that is attachable. The diffiuulty of the owner in realising 
the hargadnr’s share from the bargadar would he this. The Government 
will be satisfied by realising from the owner the entire portion of the tax, 
but the owner shall have to file suits against the bargadar for the purpose 
of realisation of his share. There is no other remedy. Therefore, the 
position of the owner will be very difficult and he will he again hated by 
the bargadar. Therefore I submit that ns you are now liquidating all inter- 
mediary interests, why keep this poor bargadar in a periietually precarious 
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position.*’ I think that Government should take up the responsibilitv of 
realising both from the owner and from the barpadar by direct met^iod. 
I say. Sir, that the purpose of saving the bargadar if it is found that 
some portion of the Gwernment dues are being lost, as it is not recoverable 
trom the bargadar, will that be the argument that the entire amount of the 
tax will be realised from the owner?

Mr. Speaker: To my mind assessment and appeal Hhould go together. 
It would be better if you take up clauses 7 and h together. 

8]. Basanta Kumar Panda: I move that in clause 7(1), line 4, for the 

words “or for" the words “and for” be substituted. 

The reason is this. The clause says “As soon as possible after the 
notification under sub-section (3) of section 4, imposing a water rate, is 
published, the Collector shall make a preliminary assessment of the rate for 
the kharif season or f6r the rabi season”. By putting in the word “or” 
you are exempting one of them but that is not a fact. You are making 
assessment both for the kharif season and for the rabi season. Therefore 
instead of the word “or” the word “and” should be there. 

Then, Sir, I also beg to iUbve that in clause 7(2), line 3, after the words 

“div'ing such period” the words “and after giving the objectors an 

opportunity of being heard” be inserted. 
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Sir, this is about the mode of disposing of objections, and about putting* 
up objections by certain persons who will be aftected. It is stated that on 
the expiry of the period specified in the notice under sul^section (1), the 
Collector shall, after considering objections, if any, received by him auring 
such period, make a final assessment. Now, each individual person or a 
number of persons will be putting up objections on various groundf. The 
Collector will receive the objections and if Ihese objections are not discussed 
or if these persons who have objected are not given a chance of hearing 
or of putting up their objections or their view-points, then that will be a 
travesty of justice. The objections, if they are placed at all, or if they 
are to be considered by the Collector at all, should be considered at least 
after giving these objectors a chance of hearing. Now, unless this is 
specifically provided for, the Collector will receive the objections in hiS 
office and the objections may not be attended to. Therefore I have pro- 
posed that after the words “during such period” the words “and after 
giving the objectors an opportunity of being heard” should be inserted. 
>Jow,l)y giving this opportunity somebody may say that the Collector will be 
over-burdened with so many objections and he will have to deal with these 
objections separately. But I do not i)roi)Ose to suggest that. I wish to 
say that let all the objections be colle(‘tively treated by the Collector and 
they may be treated in the same hearing as the objections or the applications 
before the Regional Transport Authority are considered on the same day, 
at the same time and in the same sitting. Practi(*ally this is in the nature 
of a miniature meeting in which different viewpoints are placed and the 
objections or the oj)inions are considered. Therefore I have stated, what- 
ever may be the rules, the rules may be framed to this effect that such 
objections may be lieard collectively so ibat tlic Collector may not be over- 
burdened witli so many objections or that bis time may not bt wasted uii- 
ne(‘es>arily. But still the nec*essity of justice lecpiires that oiiportunity 
should be given to the objectors for placing tlieir viewpoints, at least to 
hearing them in the presence of the Collector.

Now, so far us assessment is concerned, assessment under clause 7 will 
be individual assessment, not assessment of a body of men 
living in an individual area because each individual under 
clause 7 would be entitled to come and register his protest whereupon 
he will be heard and final assessment will follow. If 
there is difficulty in understanding please tell me and I shall make my best 
endeavour to explain it. Under clause 7 which deals with assessment the 
rule is, firstly, there will be a notification imiK)sing a water rate which will 
be published; then the collector shall make a preliminary assessment after 
which objections will be entertained and final assessment will follow within 
a period to be fixed. Once the fixation is there the fixed rates will continue 
in force until withdrawal of the notification. Now. the position stands like 
this. As the statute stands having regard to the j)rovisions of the General 
Ulanses Act it will be oj>en to the Government to revise it by withdrawal 
of the notification and publication of a fresh notification either increasing or 
decreasing the rate as the case may be. But so far as clause 7 is concerned, 
no amendment effected in clause 7 can avoid the difficulty which you are 
anticipating. On clause 4 you have have alre*.dy given your verdict. It has 
already gone through the House and on the face of it no portion of it is 
ultra vires which may justify taking it as an extreme case to reopen it as 
Mr. I^ubodh Banerjee was saying. There is nothing ultra vires in it and 
1 cannot reopen it as such. Therefore, by jnaking improvements in clause 7 
we cannot bring in wliat we are trying to do. Mr. Ajoy Mukherji was saying 
that he will amend clause 12 and make certain provision by means of certain 
prescribed rules. I think he should concentrate on that.

(h) A requisition from the Railways for acquisition of the first six miles 
of land in the alignment was received on 24tli June, 1957, but the two sets 
of ])lans submitted by them did not tally. The discrepancies were recon- 
ciled by the Railways and plans were resubmitted by them on 23rd August, 
1957. After necessary formalities which required consultation of various 
departments and spot verification and survey of the lands the notification 
under section 4 was published on 30th October, 1957. Notification for the 
next 3 miles was published on 18th February, 1958, Requisition for acquisi- 
tion of the remaining 24 miles was received in November, 1957. It appear- 
ed, however, on joint verification of the plots required under the existing 
procedure for acquisition of lands in the first six miles alignment that the 
ceniral line indicated on the cadastral survey maps by the Railways was not 
correclly shown. It meant that the notifications already issued and publish- 
ed were to be revised before further action could be taken. The revised 
plans for the first nine miles were submitted by the Railways on 14th March, 
3958, and action has been taken on them. As progress in acquisition is 
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being impeded for teclinical reasons there has been' a conference between 
State Government and Railways officials at a higher level and steps are 
being taken so as to avoid such defects in future. 

I would give out the latest position about it. The latest position is 
that since then some other conferences have taken ])lace and the entiie 
Jength of 83 miles has been notified. The first 9 miles has been handed 
over to the railways.

Tlw Hofl’bid Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, I have listened very care- 
fully to the wandering, roving speech of my friend Shri Ganesh Ghosh. 
It is one of the repetitions of the speeches which he delivers in the Assembly 
during every budget session in the discii.s.siou on General Administration, 
You have heard the same story over and over again. Fortunately for us he 
wants a committee to be formed called the Reforms Committee. In order 
to stregthen his argument he quotes from other Reforms Committees. We

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know the Gorewalla Report, we know the Appleby Report, we know the 
Mahalanobis Report, we have seen the Planning Commission Report. Let 
me tell you exactly what we are doing here. 

At the outset let me say frankly that we share the objectives which the 
sponsor of the Resolution has in his mind and we have taken concrete steps 
whenever necessary to realise these objectives! A separate department 
known as the Home (Anti-Corruption and Enforcement) Department has 
been specially constituted by the Government — I am taking the first item — 
to root out corruption. Now, we have an officer of the rank of Secretary 
at the head to deal with corruption in public administration. My friend 
will sav, “Oh, this is the same old thing you are repeating.” We have 
given figures on other occasions of how many cases have been enquired 
into — thousands of cases have been enquired into — even on the basis of 
anonymous rejjorts and wherever possible they were put up to court for 
judgment or punished departmentally when they have been found to be in 
the wrong. A considerable percentage of the stafi of this department has 
also been made permanent. In specific cases of corruption even sometimes 
against the public servant — ^whether a registered servant or not — for 
instance, if he is Chairman of the School Board or if he is Chairman 
of the District Board and so on and so forth — any allegation against a 
public servant is promptly enquired into by this Department and if the 
allegations are substantiated the delinquents are either tried in court or 
punished departmentally. In the law courts we have made arrangements 
to give surprise checks by the anti-corruption officers and a public servant 
found accepting bribes in a court of law is j)romptly placed before a 
Presidency Magistrate or a Judge for taking proper action. We do not 
publicise these cases. It is not necessary and by the very nature of things 
we cannot make them public. Of course these measures are being pursued 
continuously. Many offenders have so far been brought to book. We have 
formed Cabinet Sub-Committees where various administrative problems and 
items of corruption are brought up and discussed and proper steps taken. 
For this purpose we do not need to publicise. It is not necessary to 
publicise and it is harmful to publicise these things. All these measures 
are more or less sufficient but even so I have in my de]).iitinent, in the Chief 
Minister’s Department, a S])ecial Officer apjminted — an old retired Chief 
Presidency Magistrate, who makes empiiries which are necessary in the 
beginning in order to establish the nature of any complaints made and 
when there is sufficient ground for further enqyiry the case is handed over 
to the Anti-corruption Department. 

My friend has said that people do not get replies and therefore there is 
dilatoriness. Possibly the public may have grounds for complaint if they 
send a letter and do not get a reply in time. He has quoted in support of 
this a statement made by the clerks and officers of the Government. 

As everybody knows any letter coming to the Government really comes 
to the Head Clerk or the Office Superintendent. If there is dilatoriness it 
18 very difficult to say who is responsible for a particular case. I certainly 
agree with him and I have tried to impress upon all my colleagues — and 
I believe they are following mv suggestions — to leave no communication 
received by them unanswered an(i steps be taken as quickly as possible. Sir, 
I admit that there is dilatoriness in certain respects but that is not because 
a person happens to be in office but that is purely, shall I say, the second 
nature of the particular element of the society. We have got to reform the 
society. If my friend had said, let us have an enquiry to reform social 
conscience of the people, I would have understood it. But as it is I can 
only get men to do work with the same enthusiasm that they possess in 
ordinary social work.

Then he says that the salary is very low. Admittedly so. But as 
probably he has mentioned in passing, if there are 1 lakli 50 thousand 
officers in the cadre of Government service, even if voii irive them Be 1 
a month extra, it means Bs. ] (u-ore 80 lakhs a year. My difficulty is that 
we are taking? too many things at the same time. We are developing the 
country and in trying to develop the same we have got to employ larger 
and larger number of people and yet we have not got the funds. There is 
no doubt about it. We are a poor country admittedly. Even Shri Ganesh 

^ ‘’ountry. Tlierefore we have 
got to find funds and although I feel that temporary hands should be made 
permanent it is not alway.s pos.sible to do so and yet we have made many 
ot the temporary hands permanent— let us say in the i\W.T). and other 
departments also — as far as is consistent with our capacity to pay 
because if you make a temporary hand permanent, it is not merely that 
yon give him an extra salary, but it means that he is entitled to various 
other amenities like pension, etc., whicli create a load U])on the exchequer 
ot a particular Province. Therefore we have got to tliink twice beloie 
making these temporary men pennanent. Take, for instance, the case of 
the Food Department. When 14,000 employees of Die Food Department 
had to be taken off, because the food control was abolished four years ago, do 
the members realise that we had to keep those men for six or seven niontJis 
even though they did not have much work to do.^ Is tliere any extra- 
vagance? Is there any wastage? There are many instances where*^ we have 
got to incur expenditure which from a very judicious point of view we may 
not consider ij) be desirable, but it so happens that we are not always able 
to discharge the fellows simply because the work is not there. Woiild you 
realise that many of these Food Department employees had to he kept going 
for a little while and transferred to different departments? Similar is the 
case with a large number of people wlio have been employed in the settle- 
ment operations. What is going to happen to them if we do not try to 
keep them somewhere else? So sometimes we have got to create employ- 
ment. Therefore, strictly speaking it is not wastage, it is not extravagance 
in the sense that we are maintaining a certain number of people. 


My friend has quoted the case of Mahmudnagar tank. He has not got 
all the information. It is true that when the water was put in there, due 
to laterite porous soil the water went out, but now that the main holes have 
been stopped, water is there already. It is only by errors and trials that 
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we can eometimei avoid mistakes. It is not always possible to avoid 
extravagance or wastage, because we have got to make experiments. We 
nave got to try and develop our country in various directions and, if so, 
sometimes it may happen that there may be mistakes or wastage of money 
on a particular project. 

Then about superannuation it is perfectly true that there are some cases 
where superannuated people have been re-employed. In the majority of 
cases extension is not given to them but they are re-employed, because, as 
has been pointed out by Shri Ganesh Ghosh, extension would mean ‘you 
block up the chances of promotion of the people below’. Extension is given 
very, very rarely. Unless it is a case where special knowledge is necessary 
for a particular post, extension is not given. Every case of reemployment 
is decided not by any individual officer or even a Minister. It has always 
got to be approved by the whole body who are re8j)onsible for the adminis- 
tration of the departments. 

Now we come to the next item^ In order to avoid as far as possible 
wastage and expenditure we have apjminted a person in the Finance Depart- 
ment who is the Secretary and whose duty it is to try and find out how to 
efi'ect economy and prevent wastage in the different Departments and inform 
the various Ministers about his suggestions. I can say that in many 
cases the various departments do not like this cutting down of expenditure, 
but, even so, we have got to do it in order to avoid wastage and extravagance. 

Sir, then the question has been raised of public co-operation. In order 
to secure tlie effective participation of the people in the detailed formulation 
and execution of various development projects and schemes, bodies have 
been formed like tlie Block Advisory ('ominittees, District Development 
Council and sub-divisional committees of the District Development Council 
and they have been functioning in N.E.S. Blocks and in sub-divisions con- 
sisting of officials and responsible and leading nOn-officials, M.Ps., local 
members of the State Legislature, members of Union Boards and District 
Boards, representatives of multi-purpose co-operative societies, social wel- 
fare organisations, etc. Apart from thisj the Project Executive Officer r.r 
P.E.O. in ea<di block is entrusted with the duty and responsibility of 
mobilising public opinion in favour of development activities in the block 
as well as of securing the increavsed participation of the people in these 
activities. All these will convincingly demonstrate that Government have 
always been striving to enlist the co-operation of the people in their nation- 
building activities. Sir, I realise even more than Mr. Ganesh Ghosh does 
that in developing the country, in implementing the provisions of the 
Second Five-Year Plan, in developing our Community Projects or National 
Extension Service Blocks, it is essential to have the co-operation of the 
people. But when I use the word ‘co-operation’, I want to make it clear 
that there can be co-operation only amongst people who have got the same 
mode of action. We in the Congress believe that means are more important 
than the ends. We do not believe in the utilitarian theory that ends 
justify the means. We have talked about it and in every sphere we have 
been "trying to implement this. Therefore, if there are groups of people 
who are inclined to place means above ends and who are anxious to act 
together towards the same objective, then co-operation is possible. But 
where one group is always Anxious to pick holes in the activities of the 
other group, who thinks that picking such holes gives them an opportunity 
of their being placed in charge of the Government or their taking over the 
administration, in such cases it is imi^ssible to have any co-operation. 
I feel, however, that even without sacrificing one’s objectives and ideals, 
it is possible for people to work together provided (i) that we are clear about 
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our objectives and (ii) that we believe that means— honest and strai^flit- 
forward means — is even more importart than trying <o sabotage somebody 
and get political advantage over him. 

Sir, my friend is very anxious to have a Reforms Committee consisting 
of Judges and members of the Legislature. Sir, Judges are very important 
people, very desirable people and respectable people. They come to a 
decision without fear or favour after hearing all sides of a particuliy case. 
But is it possible for any administration to place on the table all its papers 
on all subjects and have a roving enquiry into the various administrative 
problems of the State? 

(4-10—4-20 p.m.] 

In a particular matter on a particular occasion this may be possible, but 
if you ajipoint a ('ommittee of that size even if it is jiresided over by a 
super-Judge it is not possible to place all that need to be placed before it, 
before the Judge can come to a c(.nclusioii. It has been said that the other 
members of the Committee should be members of the Legislature. Sir, all 
members of the Ministry are members of the Legislature. Tliey are carry- 
ing on the administration. If you have any objection — if you find any 
fault in the administration — you have got plenty of scope to place the 
matter before the Legislatuie, not merely once but on many occasions. My 
friend has quoted China. May I ask, either in China or in Russia, would 
they be allowed to speak in this way in the Legislature tliere or to criticise 
the Government as they do here? If he did it, we know' what w'ould happen 
to liib liead. It is no use saying all tliose things here. 

[Interruptions.] 

What is tlie good of quoting them? We have given them privilege; we 
have given them the advantage; we have given tliem the o])i)ortunily over 
and over and over again to bring forward theii (diarges of corruption before 
the Legislature. 

[Interruption.] 

They say there is no corruption in China. I say, don’t quote from either 
China or Russia here, because we know' what is happening there. You 
cannot speak about a part of it and leave the rest out. I am speaking on 
this issue, whether we should have a committee of enquiry into these 
matters. Under the Constitution the Ministers carry on the administra- 
tion and under the Constitution they are responsible to the Legislature for 
their action. If there are any cases where such occasions arise you are 
entitled to bring them forward. Such liberties exi.st only in our Constitu- 
tion and if they bring them forward, either notice is taken of the charges 
or replies are given in a suitable manner. I do not see any reason lor 
bringing this resolution before the House which, T think, will not serve 
the purpose which the honourable member .seems to have in view. On the 
other hand, it is an impractical resolution. 

I, therefore, oppose the resolution. 

SJ. Ganosh Gflosh: Ih-. Roy was very sensitive about China and 
Russia. What about the Uttar Pradesh Government? 

The Kon’ble Dr. Biilhan Chandra Roy: I am not taking any cue from 
any Government. I am asking, did the Kerala Government put in an 
enquiry committee when rice was brought from Madras?

Dr. 8ure8h Chandra Banorjeo: 

'Snfsf 

This Assembly is of opinion that with a view to remove the chronic 
famine-like condition in this State due to shortage of foodgrain production 
the Government should adopt the following short and long-term measures, 
viz., long-term measures; — 

(1) Redistribution of land among actual tillers of the soil. 

{' 2 ) Improve irrig^ation facilities in the State by (a) sinking large 
number of tube-wells, (b) digging ordinary wells, (c) supply of 
diesel pumps, (d) excavation of new tanks and reclamation of 
old ones. 

(d) Supply of good seeds and suitable manures in proper time. 

(4) Establishment of Government controlled agricultural banks at least 
one per union to ensure timely supply of sufficient amount of 
agricultural and catt+e purchase loan to the agriculturists. 

(6) Establishment of medium-sized and cottage industries throughout 
the State to remove unemployment and thereby increase the pur- 
chasing capacity of the peo^e. 
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Short-term measures ; — 

(1) B}’ regular supply of wheat and cheap edible rice (7 annas a seer) 

through Modified Eation Shops. 

(2) .By distribution of gratuitous relief not only to idiots, blind, cripples, 

infirm and old but also to those who though not fully infirm are 
unfit to work and also to helpless widows who have Ireen made 
unemployed du^ to introduction of paddy-hii.sking machines and 
when there is no test relief work to tliose who were employed in 
such work. Gratuitous relief should also be given 1o persons 
exceeding three in a family dependent on test relief work but 
in which the number of persons engaged in test relief work is 
only one. 

(d) By not keeping test relief work (‘onfined to mere construction of 
roads but by extending it to such works as small irrigation 
projects, repair of old and construction of new embankments, 
excavation, of new and reclamation of old tanks, works in con- 
nection with “Build your own house scheme”, construction of 
schools and hospitals. Test Belief work should be continued 
throughout the week and the daily wage for test relief work 
should be 2h seers of wheat and 4 annas in cash.

The motion of Dr. Sur^sh Chandra Banerjee that this Assembly is of 
opinion tliat with a view to remove the chronic famine-like condition in 
this State due to shortage of foodgrain production the Government should 
adopt the following short and long-term measures, viz., long-term 
measures ; — 

(1) Redistribution of land among actual tillers of the soil. 
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(2) Improve irrigation facilities in the State by (a) sinking large number 

of tube-wells, (b) digging ordinary wells, (c) supply of dieM 
rumps, (d) excavation of new tanks and reclamation of old ones. 

(3) Supply of good seeds and suitable manures in proper time. 

(4) Establishment of Government-controlled agricultural banks at least 

one per union to ensure timely supply of sufficient amount of 
agricultural and eattle purchase loan to the agriculturist^. 

(5) Establishment of medium-sised and cottage industries throughout 

the State to remove unemployment and thereby increase the 
purchasing capacity of the people. 


Short-term measures: — 

(1) By regular supply of wheat and cheap edible rice (7 annas a seer) 

through Modified Ration Shops. 

(2) By distribution of gratuitous relief not only to idiots, blind, 

cu'ipples, infirm and old but also to those who though not fully 
infirm are unfit to work and also lo helpless widows who have 
been made unemployed due to introduction of paddy-husking 
machines and when there is no test relief work to those who were 
employed in such work. Gratuitous relief should also be given 
to persons exbeeding three in a family dependent on test relief 
work but iu which the number of persons engaged in test relief 
work is only one. 

('!) By not keeping test relief work confined to mere construction of 
roads biH by extending it to such works ns small iriigntion 
projects repair of old and cniistruetiou of new embankments, 
excavation ot new and reclamation of old tanks, works in (!onneo- 
tion with “Build your own bouse scheme”, coustructiou of 
schools and liospitals. Test Belief work should be c'outinued 
tbrougliout the week and the daily wage for test relief -work 
should be 2^ seers of wheat and 4 annas in cash.
